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As announced on page 935, Miguel L. Munoz has been selected as the 1977 
recipient of the top Heath Literary Award, for articles published in 1976. His award 
winning article, ''The Eagle on Mexican Coins — Its History and Origin,'' was 
offered in the January, 1976 issue of The Numismatist. 

We are pleased to offer here Miguel's latest literary effort, completing a series 
of three articles recording Mexican revolutionary coinage: Pancho Villa (July, 
1972), being the first, followed by Don Venustiano Cananza (April, 1974). 


During the ten long years of the Mexican Revolution (1910-1920), thousands 
and thousands of brave men took to arms and became rebels. Quite a few 
lived to be ''generals/' but only one of them could claim to be a four time 
rebel. Emiliano Zapata was a rebel against four Mexican presidents: Porfirio 
Diaz, Francisco I. Madero, Victoriano Huerta and Venustiano Carranza; not 
including the interim presidents: Francisco Leon de la Barra, Pedro Lascurain, 
Francisco Carvajal, Eulalio Gutierrez, Roque Gonzalez Garza and Francisco 
Lagos Chazaro. Zapata was a rebel to all of them. 

It is due to the stubbornness and rebellious character of Emiliano Zapata 
that we numismatists can now enjoy the fascinating "zapatista" coinage, a 
very important part of the Mexican revolutionary series. To understand 
Zapata's coinage properly, we must talk about the man and to talk about 
Zapata we must talk about the agrarian problem in Mexico, because there lies 
the main cause behind the Mexican Revolution. 


Historical background 

President Porfirio Diaz has often been 
blamed for the agrarian problem of 
Mexico, but this is only partially true. 
The problem goes back to pre- 
columbian days, when the tiahtoani, 
aztec ''emperor'" (literally, he who 
speaks), was the sole owner of all the 
land. There was no private property as 
we understand it today. The calpulli, 
community or clan, was the cell or unit 
of the political and social structure of the 
aztec empire. The calpuleh, head of the 
community, was helped in his duties by 
the revenue collector or calpixque and 
the topilenque, police. A group of u rban 
calpulli formed towns or cities that were 
controlled by the various calpuleh and 
they in turn obeyed the tiahtoani. 

To give a better idea, we might add 
that present day downtown Mexico ity 
was formed by four main calpulli later 
on called "barrios"; Namely, (San 
Sebastian) Atzacoalco; (San Pablo) 
Teopan; (San Juan) Moyotlanand (Santa 
Maria) Cuepopan. Even today these four 
calpulli or "barrios" can still be iden- 
tified. Around the viceregal city of Mex- 
ico, there were sixty-two known rural 


calpulli. In the valley of Mexico, then 
called Anahuac, there were many more. 

The tiahtoani granted extensions of 
land to the various calpulli for the 
community to work and enjoy the 
usufruct or benefits. Each macehualli, 
working memberof the community, was 
allocated a piece of land or tialmilpa. 
The macehualli had to work the land 
personally, and nobody could take it 
away from him as long as he worked it. 
He could not sell it, but the land could 
pass from father to son as patrimony. In 
other words, the macehualli had to work 
the land to make a living and pay 
tributes, but he could never really own 
the land. Although he was not exactly a 
slave, he was the lowest strata of the 
community, and it was extremely dif- 
ficult for him to change his status, except 
in case of war. He could then join the 
army as a warrior and, if he became a 
hero, the tiahtoani could change his 
status and even make him a pilli, prince. 
Of course in pursuit of this goal the 
macehualli was gambling his own life. 

At the beginning of the conquest, the 
conquistadores were more interested in 
looking for gold than in working as 
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About the Author 

Miguel L. Munoz spent his boyhood in Cuernavaca. His family lived there at 
number 18 Matamoros Street, across from Hotel Moctezuma where Emiliano 
Zapata and his family used to stay. Zapata's military headquarters in Cuernavaca 
were at a ''cuartel/' armory, half a block south where a public market stands 
today. 

Cuernavaca was then a small town and the author was too young to take an 
active part in the military struggle. However, his contacts for many years (1916- 
1924) with people of both parties, federales and zapatistas, have put him in a 
good position to interpret the various events of the period. Some of his views 
here expressed are based on his personal recollections of that period. Some of 
the coins in his collection prior to 1924, are from his stay in Cuernavaca at that 
time. As a matter of fact, his first ''centavos," still in his collections, were given to 
him as change by an old woman, a candy vendor, at the "caja de agua," water 
deposit, which can be seen in the picture of Zapata and his troops. 


farmers. It was not until after the fall of 
Tenochtitlan that circumstances forced 
the Spaniards to work the land. The aztec 
laws and the tradition were then sub- 
stituted by the Spanish laws and way of 
life. All the land was now owned by the 
king of Spain who was the new tlahtoani. 

When Cortes divided the loot among 
his captains "...each man on foot was 
given sixty pesos; each man with a horse 
was given eighty pesos..." it is only 
natural to assume that additional reward 
was expected by everyone. By 1524 this 
situation brought about the "encomien- 
da." That is a grant over an extension of 
land along with the privilege to receive 
tributes from the towns, and labor from 
the Indians on the land. On the other 



hand, the "encomenderos" were ex- 
pected "...to maintain arms and a horse 
ready; and to preach the gospel to the 
Indians..." The macehualli was then 
called "encomendado"; however, his 
low social status still persisted. 

On December 1st, 1573, king Felipe II 
granted to the towns, villages or calpulli 
an extension of land "...one league 
(4,190 meters) from the center of 
town..." These land grants were called 
"sitlos," literally sites; later on they were 
referred to as "ejidos." Fifty years later, 
in 1627, the Crown granted the 
macehualli permission to choose their 
own work. Also about that time, the 
"encomenderos" were permitted to sell 
their "encomiendas" If they wished to. 
These changes in the situation of land 
and labor brought about the "estancia 
de labor" and eventually the "hacien- 
da." 

When Mexico achieved her in- 
dependence from Spain, the agrarian 
structure remained practically the same. 
The "encomienda" or "estancia" had 
definitely become the "hacienda." The 
former macehualli or "encomendado" 
was now called "peon", but by whatever 
name, the "peon" was still the under- 
dog. There seemed to be no hope or 
redemption for him. 

The 1910 revolution stirred all this 

The macehualli was the lowest strata 
of the calpulli or aztec community. 

(Codex Florentino IV) 
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resentment accumulated by centuries of 
oppression and saw it explode in the 
peon's way of thinking. Many of the 
peones joined the revolution ready to 
fight or even to die, not so much 
because they were in favor of Madero or 
against Diaz, but because they saw an 
opportunity to escape from their mis- 
erable life as macehualli. We might say 
that it was sort of a call-of-the-wild. On 
the other hand, the macehualli or 
peones had nothing to lose because 
they owned nothing. 

A calpuleh or leader is born 

Emiliano Zapata was never a 
macehualli or peon, but he had lived 
close to them and shared their hopes 
and ambitions. His family, although not 
rich, was well off. They owned a small 
property, therefore the Zapatas had 
diverted from agriculture to raising cat- 
tle and horses. Most of the land granted 
by the Spanish Crown to the town of 
Anenecuilco as '"ejidos" had been ab- 
sorbed by the big hacienda El Hospital 
nearby, owned by Vicente Alonso. 

Zapata was born in San Miguel 
Anenecuilco. Two of his outstanding 
historians give the date August 8th, 1879, 
as his birthday. His father was Gabriel 
Zapata and his mother Cleofas Salazar. 
He was second of a large family of nine, 
yet only his elder brother Eufemlo and 
his younger sisters Maria de la Luz and 
Maria de Jesus lived to be adults. 
'Miliano, as the '"gente del pueblo," 
town people used to call him, was still a 
teenager when his elder brother, Eu- 
femio, claimed his inheritance share and 
left town for greener pastures. Soon 
afterwards his father died and Emiliano 
became head of the Zapata family. 

EmiliancT enjoyed his work as 
cattleman and farmer. He grew slender 
but well muscled and came to be an 
excellent "'jinete," horseman. He was 
soon well known in country fairs and 
'"jaripeos," rodeos. At the fiestas he 
always dressed in a handsome ''charro" 
suit with silver buttons on the sides of 
the trousers, '"botonaduras," and atop 
his head wore big embroidered ''som- 
brero." His horse was usually the most 
outstanding and best trained of the lot. 


This life of fiestas won him popularity, 
but also led him to other activities, such 
as cock-fights, card games, heavy drink- 
ing, continuous cigar smoking, etc. 
Besides horses he was very fond of 
women. All these weaknesses were to 
cost him his life years later. When Presi- 
dent Diaz had already left Mexico, 
Zapata married josefa Espejo. Their 
"padrinos," godfathers, were Francisco 
I. Madero and his wife. Dona Sara Perez 
de Madero. He had no family from this 
marriage, though he already had one 
son, Nicolas. His historians have iden- 
tified seven descendants and say that 
there could be more. 

Fate plays on 

The following four incidents were 
important in Zapata's life and earned 
him a place in history: 

• On June 15, 1897, while still a 
teenager, he went to a fiesta and 
somehow got into a fight. The police 
picked him up and tied his elbows 
behind his back to avoid his running 
away. His brother Eufemlo was informed 
and he, along with a friend, attacked the 
police and at gunpoint set his brother 
free. The two brothers got on their 
horses and left town for the state of 



Zapata liked to dress in handsome '"charro" 
suits; his big thick moustache reveals his 
Spanish ancestry. 
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Puebla where a friend hid them away for 
about a year. After that, Emiliano was no 
longer afraid of the police or any other 
authority. 


• On September 12, 1909, he was 
elected Presidente de la Junta de Defen- 
sa - president of the board of defense - 
to continue the legal claim that the town 
of Anenecuilco had been carrying for 
several decades. This legal suit was 
against the hacienda El Hospital overthe 
township's ''ejidos." He took to his

duties with great enthusiasm butquickly 
showed himself to be too arrogant or 
insolent or simply tactless with the 
authorities. Due to this rebellious at- 
titude he was taken by the "leva" as a 
draftee In the Mexican army. There he 
received an Inside view of army life and 
training in the use of firearms, both of 
which would be important later on for 
his career as a revolucionario. 

• On February 10, 1911, Emiliano 
went to Cuautia to sell a cartload of 
watermelons as part of his business 
activities. While he was there, he ran 
into an old friend, Pablo Torres Burgos, 
who had just come back from San 
Antonio, Tex. There he had called on 
Francisco I. Madero who appointed 
Pablo Jefe de la Revolucion en Morelos - 
chief of the revolution in Morelos. 
Torres Burgos informed Emiliano that he 
had been provided with appointment 
forms for any person who might wish to 
join the revolution; he invited Zapata to 
join in. Zapata accepted and the follow-

ing evening at 11:00 p.m. the two of 
them and seven men more started ''their 
revolution'^ in the town of Villa Ayala. 
They created quite an uproar yelling 
"Viva Madero" and "Muera Porfirio 


Diaz" while they emptied their guns and 
carbines. After they had scared the 
whole town to death, they left on their 
horses towards Puebla. 

Next day Torres Burgos named Zapata 
provisional head of the group while he 
was to call on another revolucionario, 
Gabriel Tepepa. However, Torres 
Burgos did not approve of Tepepa's 
interpretation of revolution, such as 
robbing the post office,^ compulsory 
loans, killing the "jefe politico," town's 
boss, etc. So he decided to return to Villa 
Ayala along with his two sons. On their 
way back they met the Federal troops 
and the three of them were shot. Zapata 
was now Jefe de la Revolucion Suriana - 
chief of the southern revolution. He was 
now the top leader In the territory and in 
direct contact with Madero, the head of 
Mexico's big revolution. 

• The fourth incident perhaps did the 
most to put Zapata's name in the history 
books. When he took the town of 
Axochiapan, the catholic priest of the 
town presented him a beautiful horse as 
a gift. The priest, whose name has never 
been uncovered, was well known for his 
liberal ideas. Zapata had a high esteem

The location of the "'mints” in the State of Guerrero given by Oficina 
CoordinadoradeEducaciondel EstadodeGeurrero, Chilpancingo, Gro. 
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for him and always listened respectfully 
to his advice. During one of their con- 
versations, the priest pointed out to 
Zapata the convenience of a program or 
plan that would explain to the people 
the reasons and ideals for his revolt. As a 
result of this conversation, Zapata decid- 
ed to do something about it. Among his 
''generals'' the best versed was a former 
school teacher, Otilio E. Montano. He 
and other "generals" produced within a 
few weeks the "Plan de Ayala," named 
after the town where Zapata had started 
"his revolution." The Zapatistas now 
had a banner: the PLAN DE AYALA; 
their motto: Reforma y Libertadjusticia 
y Ley. Zapata had awoken the con- 
sciousness of the macehualli, now called 
peones. War and violence had been the 
traditional means to escape from their 
precarious situation. This was their op- 
portunity. 

The Zapatista way 

Zapata's troops increased rapidly, the 
people in the villages helping them with 
food and information. Zapata organized 
his men to fight like "guerrillas," at- 
tacking town after town, looting one 
and moving out to the next. A sort of hit- 


and-run system. In all the years of 
revolution, the zapatistas, unlike Villa, 
Obregon and other revolucionarios of 
the North, never were confronted with a 
large-scale battle. Because of thejr 
method of operation, the federales used 
to call them "sombrerudos" for their big 
hats; "caizonudos" as they wore long 
white underwear, no pants; or "liebres 
blancas," white hares, as they were fast 
runners in retreat. 

Their supply of ammunition was quite 
unique. Besides that imported directly 
from the States or sent by other 
revolucionarios in the North, they 
developed a "local supply." The"juan" 
or "pelon" as the federal soldiers were 
known, had a very low salary and 
paydays were very irregular. So, the 
"juan" handed a few cartridges to his 
"soldadera," woman-soldier who in 
turn would sell them for a few coins or 
trade them at the market. Many a 
Federal soldier was killed with the same 
ammunition he had given his woman to 
buy him some food the day before. The 
poor "juan" was not the only one. Some 
of the hacendados would come to an 
agreement with a local revolucionario 
and buy "protection" from him. 



To wreck a railroad train was often a way to obtain supplies. 
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Naturally, some of the money paid 
would be used to buy ammunition 
which in many cases followed the same 
route and was used against the hacen- 
dados' interests. 

A question of money 
When Zapata's troops reached 
thousands the need for money also 
increased. For the first two or three years 
it had come from ''prestamos forzosos/' 
compulsary loans, and from looting the 
towns and railroad trains. This last activi- 
ty had become standard procedure for 
the Zapatistas. They'd pick a spot where 
the train would be at a disadvantage: like 
going up a hill, along a ravine, etc. 
They'd place dynamite under the tracks, 
blast the engine as it went by, and wreck 


the train. Then they would start shooting 
from above so that no one could come 
out alive from the convoy. After that, 
everything was profit. Zapata's troops 
attacked dozens of trains and blew up 
more railroad engines than any other 
revolutionary faction. 

However, after two or three years, 
their sources were running dry. The rich 
merchants in the towns and villages 
were no longer able to meet any com- 
pulsory loans. Money, that is metallic 
currency, was becoming scarce. They 
had to do something to be able to pay 
the troops. They had to ''create money." 

The easiest and fastest way for Zapata 
to "create money" would have been to 
issue paper money. However, printing 
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5c and10([ municipal vouchers of 
Cuautia and ten centavos from 
Yautepec, Mor. 


and graphic arts in general were very 
limited in Zapata's territory. This ex- 
plains the small amount of zapatista 
paper money or ''bilimbiques/' In com- 
parison with the millions and millions of 
pesos put in circulation in the North by 
Villa, Carranza, et al. 

The Zapatista paper money in the state 
of Guerrero consists mostly of municipal 
vouchers and a few store cards; with 
exception of the limited issue of one 
peso vales of the Ejercito Libertador de 
Guerrero - liberating army of Guerrero - 
dated October 6th 1914, and the notes 
issued by El Banco Revolucionario de 
Guerrero - revolutionary bank of 
Guerrero - of one, two, five, ten and 
twenty pesos, dated October 6th and 
November 1st, 1914. All of these vales 
and notes are signed by Rodolfo R. 
Catalan as provisional manager and 
Rafael Castahon as provisional cashier. 
The Zapatistas did not issue any ''of- 
ficial" paper money in the states of 
Mexico and Morelos. Just a few 
municipal vouchers and hacienda, 
mines, or store cards are known. 

Zapata's territory was rather small. It 
consisted mainly of the state of Morelos 
- one of the smallest states of the 
republic - plus the adjoining northern 
part of the state of Guerrero and 
southern parts of the two legs of the 
horse-shoe-shaped state of Mexico. On 




some occasions the Zapatistas operated 
in the state of Puebla and several times 
came into the city of Mexico and/or the 
Distrito Federal (referred to as D.F. In 
Mexico), but Zapata never felt secure 
outside of his territory and always 
managed to return promptly to his 
headquarters in Tlaltizapan. 

The Zapatistas, as we all know, are 
responsible for the minting of the 1915 
reduced size one centavo and two cen- 
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tavo pieces struck at the Mexico City 
mint. We, therefore, consider these two 
coins as belonging to the Revolutionary 
Series and not to the normal mintage of 
the Mexico city mint. Furthermore, by 
the circulars dated September 20 and 
October 6, 1916 the Mexican Treasury 
declared both coins illegal. Why should 
we go against the opinion of the Mexico 
City Mint? 

Fortunately for we numismatists the 
Zapatista territory had plenty of metal 
resources; silver, copper and even some 
gold were available. We must remember 
that Taxco's mines were in operation 
before the conquest and, as a matter of 
fact, are still in production. Besides 
Taxco, half a dozen mining camps were 
also working. Among them we have 
Campo Morado, Suriana and other 
smaller ones in the state of Guerrero; 
hluautla in Morelos; Sultepec and 
Temascaltepec in the state of Mexico are 
within reach. 

As far as minting facilities are concern- 
ed, the Zapatistas had in their territory 
over a dozen sugar mills. Most of them 
had a machine shop and trained persons 
capable of handling a coinage opera- 
tion. In Taxco there were competent 
silver smiths and jewelers that could sink 
the necessary d ies to man ufactu re col n s. 

Don Jesus Sanchez Garza, one of the 
first persons to study the coins of the 
Mexican Revolution, had the oppor- 
tunity to talk to one of these engravers 
back in the early thirties. He has given us 
the following names: Severo Cervantes, 
Mellton Gomez and Paz Dominguez. In 
an extensive and very interesting study 
published in the Boletin No. 71 
(Sociedad Numismatico de Mexico),Dr. 
T. V. Buttrey has made a very thorough 
analysis of the various types of designs in 
the work of each of these engravers, as 
well as of the varieties and combinations 
of the dies. We must add, however, that 
due to a printer's error, whenever But- 
trey mentions the name of Severo 
Hernandez it should had been Severo 
Cervantes as stated by Sanchez Garza. 

Several well written books have been 
published covering the many, many die 
varieties and various die combinations 
in the zapatista coinage. We, therefore.

shall only mention them as a group and 
kindly refer the studious person seeking 
more Information along these lines, to 
the different books mentioned in the 
bibliography at the end of this article. 

The zapatista '"mints" were scattered 
ail over their territory, but the most 
important ones were in the state of 
Guerrero. Others of minor importance 
were in the state of Morelos. The

coinage of four localities in the state of 
Mexico has also been attributed to the 
Zapatistas. Two of them, Amecameca 
and Texcoco, are in the eastern side of 
said state. In Amecameca, at the foot of 
the Popocatepetl and Iztaccihuatl 
volcanoes, the zapatista ^'general'' 
Trinidad Sanchez Tenorio ordered the 
striking of 5, 10, 20, 25, and 50 cent coins. 
These coins have two pecularities: all of 
them are Incuse and they are the most 
primitive looking of all Mexican 
revolutionary series. 

Concerning the red terracotta one 
cent coin ''minted'" in Texcoco In 1915, 
several persons have expressed doubt 
and wonder as to whether this coin 
really existed. We must say that a few 
years ago we had the privilege to ex- 
amine the specimen then owned by 
Jaime Varon of Guadalajara. We can, 
therefore, verify that this coin does exist. 
Since then, unfortunately, the coin was 
misplaced. It is believed that this same 
coin is now in the States. 

In the western part of the state of 
Mexico, In Tenancingo, Oral. Luciano 
Solis minted four copper coins; namely, 
2, 5, 10, and 20 cent denominations. 
These were badly struck and in rather 
small quantities. In Toluca, the capital of 
the state of Mexico, a very unusual coin 
was struck: the five centavo round thick 
cardboard coin. It is the only cardboard 
coin ever struck in Mexico. 

From the above we can say that the

Zapatista coinage in the state of Mexico 
includes two very interesting unique 
coins: The Texcoco clay or red terracotta 
centavo and the Toluca round card- 
board five centavo piece; as well as the 
only incuse and most primitive 
revolutionary coins, the Amecameca 
series. 

There are seven different places 
where coins were struck in the state of 
Guerrero; namely, Atlixtac, Suriana, 
Cacalotepec, C h i I pa n c i n g o, 
Cacahuatepec, Campo Morado and 
Taxco. Atlixtac was a sugar mill; only 10<t 
copper coins, all dated 1915, bear that 
mintmark; many die varieties and com- 
binations have been catalogued. Suriana 
was a mining camp; only two peso silver 
coins dated 1915 are known bearing the 
legend Suriana. These Suriana two peso 
coins are among the rarest and most 
coveted of all the zapatista series. 

Only the denomination is known to 
have been struck at Cacalotepec: a silver 
20<t coin dated 1917. Chilpancingo ac- 
counts for two denominations: 10<t and 
20(r silver coins. These coins were cast by 
a local jeweler by order of the 
''generals'' Jesus H. Salgado, Heliodoro 
Castillo, Encarnacion Diaz, etc. It has

been said that two regular issue coins of 
ten and twenty centavos were used as 
models to prepare the moulds for 
casting these Chilpancingo coins. We 
must point out, however, that the 
regular coins of that period have the 
legend: Estados Unidos Mexicanos, 
while the Chilpancingo coins read: 
MEXICO ESTADO G. R. O. According to 
Gaytan only two sets of these coins are 
known. It is quite obvious that not very 
many coins were made considering that 
they were cast in a jeweler's workshop. 

We must add that back in 1954, Srjon 
Tamborrel, then president of the 
Sociedad Numismatica de Mexico, was 
able to locate an old revolucionario. He 
was Rodolfo R. Catalan, whose signature 
as provisional manager can be seen in 
the notes issued in 1914 by Banco 
Revolucionario de Guerrero. Sr. Catalan 
gave an account of this coin's casting 
operation and clarified that these two 
coins had been manufactured in 
December, 1914. He also gave a signed 
certificate to that effect. This, including a 
photograph of the certificate, was 
published in the 1954 Society's Boletin 
No. 6, pages 10 and 11. 

The coins of Cacahuatepec were the 
best struck and are generally found in 
good condition. They are a 5 cent in 
copper; 20 and 50 cent and one peso in 
silver; all are dated 1917, the last date in 
the Zapatista series. The small 
denominations have the legend : Estados 
Unidos Mexicanos, while the one peso 
has: Republica Mexicana. We believe 
that this was due to the fact that they 
used as models the fractional coins then 
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5([, 20(t, 50<f and 1.00 peso coins

in circulation, and the peso coin of the 
type 1898-1905. 

The remaining two places, Campo 
Morado and Taxco, are the only ones 
out of the seven In the state of Guerrero, 
that could be called ''mints.” Campo 
Morado was a thriving mine when the 
revolution started. This place was 
dominated by the zapatistas during 1914 
and until May 7, 1915 when Federal 
general Joaquin Amaro forced them 
out. The following fractional coins are 


known bearing the Campo Morado 
mintmark: 5, 10, 20, and 50 cent in 
copper, ail dated 1915. The one peso 
coins in silver come dated 1914 and the 
two peso coins are dated 1915. The coins 
minted at Taxco have denominations of 
2, 5, and 10 cent in copper and 50 cent 
and one peso in silver. In both of these 
mints, as well as the Chilpancingo, 
whenever the coins have a sunburst, 
there is a face in the sun. 

A number of coins have been 
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One peso and two peso of the state of Guerrero. 
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catalogued as ''State of Guerrero/' 
None of them bear a mintmark or a 
definite name of a place as do some of 
the ones previously described. The 
"Guerrero" coins are known in the 
following denominations: 2, 3, 5, and 10 
cent copper; 25 and 50 cent one peso 
and two peso in silver. All of them are 
known dated 1915, however, the last two 
coins, the one peso and the two peso, 
are also known with the 1914 date. In 
general, all of these "Guerrero" coins 
are similar in appearance or design to 
the coins of Campo Morado, except that 
the legend Campo Morado or its ab- 
breviations, Co. Mo., C. Morado or in- 
itials C. M. etc, has been substituted for 
GRO. an abbreviation of GUERRERO. 

Furthermore, the one peso coins have 
the additional legend: GRO. / ORO: 
0.300 and the two peso coins include the 
legend: ORO: 0.595; that is, both coins 
supposedly contain a certain amount of 
gold. It was generally said that the gold 
content in the silver coins was due to 
the fact that there were no facilities to 
separate the gold from the silver. 
Another version was that the gold had 
been added deliberately to create a 
better acceptance of the silver coins. 

In 1956, metalurgist professor Bernar- 
do Eguia Liz of the Sociedad 
Numismatica de Mexico, made an ac- 
curate analysis of these coins and proved 
that the one peso and two peso coins 
dated 1914 which were examined, con- 
tained 0.257 and 0.486 grams of gold 
respectively. Similar coins dated 1915 
examined contained 0.039 grams and 
0.398 grams of gold. From the above we 
can see that in some instances gold had 
been separated, but the legend was left 
on the coins for obvious reasons. Dr. T. 
V. Buttrey and Adon A. Gordus have also 
conducted analyses of these same coins. 

The Zapatista coinage in the state of 
Morelos was rather limited in quantities. 
It includes coins of 2, 5, 10, 20 and 50 cent 
denominations in copper with dates of 
1915 and 1916. It also includes a one 
peso coin dated 1916 in silver and two 
pieces in copper; one of them with the 
date incomplete has only: 1 9 1. They are 
usually referred to as the Plan de Ayala 
peso. 


It has always been taken for granted 
that the "State of Morelos" coinage was 
struck at Atlihuayan, a sugar mill near 
Yautepeo. None of these Morelos coins 
bear a specific name of a place or 
mintmark other than MOR, for 
Morelos: E. DE MOR., for Estado de 
Morelos; E.L.DE MORELOS, for Estado 
Libre de Morelos; or simply MORELOS. 
On the other hand it has been accepted 
that some of the Guerrero as well as the 
Morelos coins could have been struck at 
other places than the towns or places so 
far catalogued. Actually no definite 
place had been attributed' to the coins 
classified or catalogued as of the State of 
Guerrero and of Morelos. 

We are indeed happy to reporta "new 
mint" that could possibly be for some of 
the coins catalogued so far under the 
State of Morelos and even some from 
State of Guerrero. During our research 
we came to a description of Zapata's 
headquarters at Tialtizapan made by Lie. 
Octavio Paz. He was one of the jour- 
nalists who visited Zapata, very likely a 
number of times, during the revolution. 
In his description. Lie. Paz mentions that 
"...in the back partof the building, there 
was a factory to manufacture coins with 
all the machines and necessary uten- 
sils..." He continues, "...General Zapata 
always wanted that in the territory con- 
trolled by his troops should circulate the 
currency called zapatista, which was also 
struck and continued being struck at 
Atlixtac, Taxco and Campo Morado by 
general Jesus H. Salgado, Governor of 
Guerrero ..." This is the only description 
or mention of a zapatista "mint" that we 
have ever come across and, as far as we 
know, no other author has ever men- 
tioned Tialtizapan as a zapatista "mint." 

By 1918 the revolution had simmered 
down; the last zapatista coinage is dated 
1917. No zapatista coins are known to 
bear a later date. When the year 1919 
started the Zapatistas had little or no 
chance of ever becoming a winning 
power. Zapata's ally, Pancho Villa, had 
been practically put out of business at 
the battle of Celaya. It was there where 
Obregon lost his right arm and Villa's 
decline had started. Obregon's name 
was now being mentioned as a can- 
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Precise place where Zapata was shot at 
Hacienda de Chinameca. 


didate for future President in the com- 
ing elections. Things were not too bright 
for the Zapatistas. 

Zapata’s last letter 

In March 17, 1919 Zapata signed an 
''open letter’’ In which he said that he 
was addressing his "first and last letter” 
to CITIZEN Carranza and NOT to Presi- 
dent Carranza. He went on, in a 
moderate but aggressive language, con- 
demning Carranza’s regime. Further, 
HE, Zapata, demanded Carranza’s 
resignation "... for the good of the 
country...” etc. Printed copies of this 
open letter were sent to other 
revolucionarios all over the country. 
Copies were also affixed to the walls of 
strategic corners in important towns and 
cities. 

This was too much for Carranza! He 
contacted Pablo Gonzalez, one of his 
most loyal generals. Gonzalez chose 
colonel Jesus Guajardo and promptly a 
plan was made. Guajardo was to join

Zapata’s camp by playing the role of an 
army deserter and, to make this look 
attractive for the zapatistas, Guajardo 
should desert with full equipment, 
troops, horses, ammunition, etc. The 
plan went smoothly, but Zapata was still 
suspicious and mistrusted Guajardo’s 
sincerity. He demanded proof. Easy 
enough to arrange, the federales put up 
a good show at Jonacatepec. There 
Guajardo became a hero, "winning” a 
battle over the federal troops. As an 
additional proof of loyalty to Zapata, 
Guajardo ordered that a number of 
zapatistas, who had recently moved to 
the federal army, be shot immediately as 
traitors. Zapata was now convinced of 
Guajardo’s sincerity. 

Guajardo and several hundred 
sollders of "his army” took quarters at 
the Hacienda de Chinameca, not very 
far from Tialtizapan. There he prepared 
the trap. As bait he used all of Zapata’s 
weaknesses: horses, liquor, etc. On 
April 10th Zapata was shot to death by 
Guajardo’s guard of honor that 
presented arms as Zapata entered the 
hacienda building riding a beautiful 
chestnut colored horse. The horse had 
been given to him by Guajardo, as a 
token of friendship, the day before. The 
macehualli had lost their calpuleh, the 
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peones had lost their leader. That was 
Carranza's answer to Zapata's open 
letter of three weeks before. 

Although in reality Zapata was a local 
hero of a very limited territory, he is now 
an official hero. Some people even talk 
of him as a symbol for all of Latin 
America. He is definitely a legendary 
individual, and it is sometimes difficult 


to distinguish between legend and the 
real facts. There are people, however, 
for whom he was a killer or a bandit; still 
others refer to him as the^'Attilaof the 
South," etc. For we numismatists or 
collectors of revolutionary coins, 
Emiliano Zapata is the 'Tour time rebel," 
responsible for the fascinating zapatista 
series. 
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1977 U.S. Assay Commission Medal 



Destined to become an extremely rare issue in the long continuing series of U.S. Assay 
Commission Medals, the '77 edition features a portrait of Martha Washington by Mint employee 
Phillip Fowler. The portrait, an Edward Grove rendering, was first used on the 1964 experimental 
coins produced to test new coinage metals. The reverseof the three- inch oval pewter medal was 
by Matthew Peloso of the Mint staff after a Frank Gasparro rendition of the first U.S. Mint. 

Of the fifty specimens struck, thirty were presented to ex-officio members of the Assay 
Commission and top-ranking officials in the T reasury Department and Mint Bureau as well as the 
public coin cabinets of the Mint and the Smithsonian Institution; the balance remaining were 
melted.

''prime'' grade of beef assured you of a bright cherry-red lean 
steak, beautifully "marbled" with creamy fat, which you could 
almost cut with your fork. Just below "prime" the next grade 
down was "choice" which was still a mighty good piece of 
meat! In descending grades from "choice" were good, 
standard, commercial, utility, cutter and canner. But what has 
beef grading to do with numismatics? Well, HI tell you! 

It’s been asked of me, "Why are you so intent that ANA 
publish an Official ANA Grading Standards for United States 
Coins when we already have the Brown & Dunn and 
PhotogradeV 

The answer is simple ... I just don't want coin grading to 
deteriorate over the years by following the debased grading of the beef Industry. 

In my opinion those two excellent books (B&D and Photograde) have not 
prevented ... have not even slowed down ... the rapid rise of deception in coin 
grading. 

You may have heard with increasing frequency the growing use of "commercial 
Unc" and "commercial AU." When first I heard the "commercial Unc" description, I 
asked, "What th' heck is a 'commercial Unc?'" Finally it was admitted that 
"commercial Unc" Is the former "AU" grade. And that "commercial AU" Is the 
former "EF"grade.That,Folks, I call deception in describing the amount of wear onthe 
high points of a coin's design. 

Accustomed to the "Unc" of B&D and Photograde, the buyer assumes that any 
coin's description saying "Unc" will be an Unc coin. If the seller who uses the 
description "commercial Unc" wishes to be truly ethical, he will explain in his catalogs 
and advertisements that the use of the word "commercial" drops the coin's grade one 
step below the adjective "Unc" or "AU" or whatever. 

Another word which unfortunately has entered the coin collecting vocabulary 
during the past six or seven years is the word "slider." 

A "slider” proves to be a coin which in reality would be an "AU” but which can be 
unloaded upon some unsuspecting soul as an "Unc” ... sold, in fact, as a "Gem BU” if 
the "slider” is whizzed a bit. 

A handful of heavy advertisers of such whizzed "Gem BU" specimens, such as was 
Security National Rare Coin Company (alias "Riverside Coin Company") before the 
firm went into voluntary bankruptcy, have been harming the host of honest, accurate, 
experienced professional numismatists who have adhered strictly to accurate grading, 
per B&D and Photograde. 

So, as I see it, only an Official ANA Grading Standards of United States Coins can 
give ana's membership some protection against a continued deceptive lowering of 
the standards under which coins are to be bought and sold. 

Sincerely, 
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Since their first appearance in 1344, heraldic 
designs have formed the second most frequent type 
of design on English coins. Since that date armorial coin types 
have variously chronicled the accomplishments of the sovereign, the 
lineage of the royal house, territorial accretions, acts of union, 
and governmental change. The heraldic message was 
simple and generally understood in the Middle Ages, a time when such 
symbolism served as a means of family advertisement and 
a substitute for literacy. It provided for recognition of 
the armor-clad knight and served as an adjunct to marks or signatures 
on private and public documents. The coat of arms was 
a useful, even necessary appurtenance of social intercourse, business, 
and war. Thus heraldic designs were widely recognized and understood, 
recommended themselves to the coin designers as an ideal vehicle for 
broadcasting the deeds and dignities of the king.^ 


At the end of the Middle Ages the 
pragmatic role of heraldry declined. The 
replacement of the feudal knight by the 
professional man-at-arms and the grow- 
ing literacy of the landed and commer- 
cial classes made this inevitable, or so it 
seemed. But armory — as heraldry then 
was called — did not die, rather it 
received a new popularity born of the 
social mobility that was so unique to 
England in that age. 

Inflation and changed economic cir- 
cumstances were reducing the income- 
producing potential of the land, while 
exploration and improved techniques of 
navigation were opening up new vistas 
for commercial exploitation. The coun- 
try gentry found fresh opportunities in 
trade. Burghers who grew rich in trade 
found their way to the countryside. The 
nouveaux riches sought to emulate the 
life-styles which in the past had been 
reserved to their social betters. This was 
one of the goals of effort, one of the 
fruits of hastily won wealth. Among the 
symbols of gentility in the past had been 
the right to a coat of arms; In Tudor 
England this right was extended to the 
newly affluent class. Its possession 
became a status symbol, and so interest 
in heraldry was intensified precisely at a 
time when it might have seemed on the 
verge of extinction. 

The general trends of armorial history 
found their counterpart in numismatic 
history. Through the reign of Richard III 
(1483-85) heraldic types had been con- 
fined to the denominations in gold. A 


great transformation In English 
numismatic art accompanied the rule of 
Henry VII (1485-1509) when for the first 
time heraldic motifs appeared on the 
silver. For a silver penny, struck after 
1490, the designer abandoned the 
traditional stylized facing bust of the 
king in favor of a seated figure of the 
monarch derived from a gold twenty- 
penny piece experimentally struck by 
Henry III as long ago as 1257. On the \ 
reverse figured the traditional long cross 
of earlier silver issues, but now sur- 
mounted by a shield bearing Henry's 
arms which quartered the charge of 
England, three lions passant guardant, 
with that of France, three fleurs-de-lys 
(Fig. 1). 

The English arms had first been 
recorded in this form in 1198, In the 
reign of Richard the Lion-Hearted. In 
1340, Edward III sought an alliance with 
the Count of Flanders in a war against 
France. Flanders was a fief of the French 
king, and its count would join Edward 
only if he put forth a claim to the French 
crown, i. e., became the liege lord of the 
Fleming. Edward could claim the Gallic 
succession through his mother, a French 
princess. This he now did, and, by way of 
emphasis, he added the blazon of 
France to his coat of arms. In this form 
the English royal arms descended down 
to Henry VII, even though the claim to 
France had long since been meaningless 
and by the end of the fourteenth cen- 
tury Calais remained the only English 
foothold on the European continent.^ 
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The Royal Arms 1405-1603 


The extension of heraldic types to the 
silver may have been a reflection of a 
continental Renaissance convention, for 
soon after 1500, a German-born 
diesinker, Alexander Brugsal (or 
Bruchsal) introduced into England the 
profile portrait style already established 
in Italy, where armorial types were figur- 
ing regularly on the reverses of the silver 
testoni (Fig. 2). 

No change in the arms was made by 
either Henry VII or Henry VIII (1509-47), 
but the latter did incorporate other 
elements of the heraldic achievement 
into his coin types. His second coinage 
of 1526-44 introduced a crowned shield 
to the obverse of the gold Crown of the 
Rose and to the reverse of the Crown of 
the Double Rose and half-crown (Fig. 3). 
For a third coinage of 1544-47, sup- 
porters were added to the gold 
sovereigns and halves: at the heraldic 
right (the viewer's left) a crowned lion 
rampant guardant and at the left a 
dragon. In English heraldry the dragon is 
depicted as a monster with the head of a 
griffin and a scaly, winged body. The 
king's initials, H. R. for Henricus Rex, 
appeared below in the scroll that nor- 
mally would carry a motto. These issues 
were continued posthumously until 
1551 (Fig. 4). Similar issues were struck in

the name of Edward VI, who came to the 
throne in 1547. 

Edward VI relieved the monotony of 
the heater-type shield which had been 
exclusively used in the past. With his 
coinage of 1549, he introduced an oval 
shield encircled by scrolls, a design 
which would persist into the reign of 
Charles II (Fig. 5). From his accession, the 
quartering of the heater shield on the 
silver was effected by a peculiar bifur- 
cating cross which extends across the

field and into the legends (Fig. 6). This 
innovation would be regularly used by 
Mary and Elizabeth I and exceptionally 
by James I and Charles I. 

Edward VI died of pulmonary tuber- 
culosis in 1553. He was succeeded by his 
elder half-sister, Mary, the daughter of 
Henry VIII and Henry's first wife, 
Catherine of Aragon. England had large- 
ly broken its ecclesiastical ties with 
Rome during Henry VIlTs reign, and 
Edward had adopted Protestantism. 
Mary, however, was a devoted and 
sincere Roman Catholic. Her reign was 
marked by a Catholic reaction, in part 
evidenced by the queen's marriage to 
the Hapsburg Archduke Philip, heir to 
the Spanish throne and son of Charles V, 
Holy Roman Emperor and the most 
powerful opponent of the Protestant 
Reformation. The marriage had been 
sought by the emperor in a vain effort to 
align England with him against Bourbon 
France. Mary and Philip were wed on 
July 25, 1554. Late that year new dies for 
the shilling and sixpence heraldically 
recorded the relationship. In a crowned 
oval cartouche, Philip's Spanish arms 
were joined to those of England (Fig. 7). 

The arms tell much of the story of 
Austrian territorial expansion in the late 
fifteenth century. The first grand quarter 
of the shield is counterquartered with 
the charges of the Hapsburg Spanish 
territories. The first and fourth counter- 
quarters are again quartered with the 
castle of Castile and the lion of Leon. The 
second and third counterquarters dis- 
play Aragon and Sicily per pale.^ Aragon, 
Leon, and Castile were three of the early 
Christian governments of Spain. The 
kingdoms of Leon and Castile, after 
successive periods of union and separa-

tion, were definitively joined by Ferdi- 
nand III in 1230. Aragon was added to 
the union in the fifteenth century. In 
1469, Isabella, sister of Henry IV of 
Castile, married her cousin Ferdinand, 
son of John II of Aragon. The death of 
Henry In 1474 led to the Succession of 
Isabella in Castile. John M's death five 
years later brought Ferdinand to the 
Aragonese throne and paved the way for 
a personal union of the crowns. 
Grenada, which had been an indepen- 
dent Moslem kindgom since 1238, was, 
toward the end of the fifteenth century, 
the last Islamic state in the Iberian 
Peninsula. On January 2, 1492, the city of 
Grenada fell to the forces of Ferdinand 
and Isabella, and the kingdom was add- 
ed to the Spanish crown lands. This was 
marked by the inclusion in the point of 
the shield of Leon and Castile of a 
pomegranate, the punning symbol of 
Granada.^ In the thirteenth century King 
Peter of Aragon had become involved in 
Sicily, which was Incorporated into the 
crown of Aragon in 1409. 

Juana of Castile, daughter of Ferdi- 
nand and Isabella, was married to an 
archduke of Austria who later became 
Philip I of Spain, and inherited the 
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Netherlands when her husband died in 
1506. The Austrian dignities and the 
Netherlandish inheritance are 
presented by the third grand quarter of 
Mary and Philip's arms. The first 
counterquarter shows Austria, of which 
Philip was an archduke.® The arms of 
Artois are seen in the second counter- 
quarter.6 That county had come to 
Burgundy in the reign of Otto IV (1315- 
50). Burgundy, which was brought to the 
emperor Maximilian as a dowry by Mary 
of Burgundy in 1477, is represented by 
the third counterquarter.^ The ramping 
lion of the final counterquarter may 
represent either the duchy of Brabant® 
or the county of Flanders.® The charge is 
the same for both; only the tinctures are 
different. Brabant became the property 
of a cadet line of the house of Burgundy 
in 1406, and, with the extinction of that 
line in 1430, it passed to the elder line in 
the person of Philip III the Good. In 
1384, the county of Flanders passed by 
marriage to Philip I the Bold of Burgun- 
dy. The imperial family is represented in 
Philip of Spain's arms by an in- 
escutcheon which shows the eagle of 
the Holy Roman Empire impaled by the 
Hapsburg lion.^® 

Mary and Philip produced no heir. 
Philip had left England in 1555 to assume 
the Spanish throne; so when Mary died 
in 1558, the crown of England passed to 
her half-sister Elizabeth, daughter of 
Henry VIII and Anne Boleyn. Elizabeth 
returned to the arms of her father — 
England quartering France, which 
appeared on all the moneys of the new 
queen except the halfpenny pieces. On 
larger pieces, the escutcheon is 
sometimes crowned or outlined by 
scrollwork. 

Elizabeth I died April 3, 1603. In 
accordance with her wishes, her closest 
relative, James VI, King of Scotland and 
son of Mary Queen of Scots and Lord 
Darnley, became James I, King of 
England, Scotland, France, and Ireland. 
In 1604, the title was modified to King of 
Great Britain, France, and Ireland.^! The 
change of title was echoed by a change 
in the royal arms. The quartered arms of 
France and England filled the first and 
fourth grand quarters of the new blazon.

A ramping lion within the framework of 
a double tressure and divided lilies, the 
arms of Scotland, now decorated the 
second grand quarter .12 Jame's vigorous 
Irish policy is anticipated by the in- 
troduction to the third grand quarter of 
the Irish arms, a silver-stringed harp of 
gold.1® The English had had a direct 
Involvement in Ireland since Henry II 
invaded it in 1170. During the ensuing 
centuries, Irish political and religious life 
was increasingly subjected to English 
control. James I greatly intensified the 
alien presence in the north by removing 
the Celtic nobility and resettling great 
numbers of English and Scottish im- 
migrants in what came to be known as 
the Plantation of Ulster. 

The new arms first appear on money 
with the second coinage of 1604. The

obverse of a gold Spur-Ryal shows the 
king in a ship, facing and holding a 
shield with his left hand (Fig. 8). The 
obverses of Spur-Ryals of a third coinage 
(1619-25) display the shield crested with 
a crowned facing lion holding a scepter 
in the right paw (Fig. 9).^^ Otherwise the 
arms appear on the reverses of the gold 
and silver. A new type of gold Angel, 
stfuck from 1619, employed the royal 
arms to decorate the billowing sails of a 
ship under weigh (Fig. 10). 

Charles I (1625-49) and his successors 
sometimes encircled their shields with a 
garter containing the words Honi soit 
qui mal y pense, ''shamed be he who 
thinks evil of it,"' the device of the Royal 
Order of the Garter, oldest of the eight 
orders of knighthood of the United 
Kingdom. According to one tradition, 
these words were spoken by King 
Edward III, who had recovered a fallen 
garter of the Countess of Salisbury and 
fastened it about his own knee. Another 
legend pretends that the same king's 
garter served as the signal for the battle 
of Crecy. The first appearance of the 
Garter on the coins occurred in 1645 
with an issue of half-crowns attributed 
to a mint at Combe Martin (Fig. 11). At 
the same time, the supporters of 
England and Scotland — a lion and a 


unicorn, respectively — make the first of 
their rare appearances on the coins.^^ 

Charles Ts reign was marked by 
political and religious unrest which 
finally grew Into civil war. In 1647, the 
king was seized by his enemies and in 
January 1649 was beheaded at Whitehall 
Palace. On February 7th the monarchy 
was abolished and a commonwealth 
proclaimed in its stead. The coinage of 
the Commonwealth no longer displayed 
the royal arms. In their place appeared, 
on the obverses, a shield charged with a 
St. George's cross. On the reverses were 
joined shields, one with the same cross, 
representing England,!^ the other with 
the Irish harp (Fig. 

In 1653 Oliver Cromwell was 
proclaimed Lord Protector. On February 
23, 1657, Cromwell's supporters in 
Parliament proposed that he be 
proclaimed king, but the idea was re- 
jected by the Protector. It was probably 
In anticipation of a coronation that 
never materialized that the mint 
prepared patterns in gold and silver 
bearing Cromwell's portrait and the 
arms of the Commonwealth and 
Cromwell himself (Fig. 13). The 
quartered shield of the Commonwealth 
displays the St. George's cross in the first 
and fourth quarters, a St. Andrew's cross 
for Scotland in the second, and the harp 
of Ireland in the third. On an in- 
escutcheon were the Lord Protector's 
personal arms, a lion rampant.^® 

Oliver Cromwell died in the autumn 
of 1658, and the Commonwealth did not 
long survive him. Charles II, son of 
Charles I, returned to England in May 
1660, and the monarchy was restored by 
his coronation on April 23, 1661. The 
Stuart arms once again became the arms 
of Great Britain. Until 1662, coins with 
heraldic types showed the shield 
quartered as in the reigns of James I and 
Charles I. From 1663 onward, four in- 
dividual crowned shields were displayed 
in the form of a cross, the one at the top 
bearing the lions of England, the others 
showing the charges of Scotland, 
France, and Ireland in a clockwise 
progression (Fig. 14). The latter type was 
maintained by James II (1685-88).

In 1672, Charles began issues of 
copper halfpennies and farthings in 
copper or tin. These had as reverse types 
a seated figure of Britannia, supporting 
with her left hand a shield decorated 
with the Union Jack, the national flag, 
which from 1606 until 1801 was a white- 
bordered St. George's cross imposed 
upon a St. Andrew's cross (Fig. 15). The 
Union Jack continued in use on some 
copper and bronze until the reign of 
Elizabeth II, when the seated Britannia 
type was dropped in 1953. A new form of 
this design was introduced in 1969 with 
the fifty new pence coins in copper- 
nickel. Since 1801, a St. Patrick's cross has 
been conjoined to the St. Andrew's 
cross in recognition of Ireland (Fig. 16). 

Domination of the political and 
religious life of the realm by Parliament 
and the Church of England had been a 
condition of the Stuart restoration. 
Charles, in practice, was lax in the 
application of laws placing disabilities 
upon dissenters from the Anglican faith. 
He was personally drawn in the direc- 
tion of Catholicism, and by the terms of a 
secret Treaty of Dover, concluded with 
Louis XIV of France in 1670, he promised

to declare himself a Catholic when his 
position at home should be strong 
enough to permit his conversion to the 
faith of Rome. His brother James, the 
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heir presumptive, had converted in 
1669. Parliament replied to increasing 
Catholic influence by arranging the 
marriage of James' Protestant daughter, 
Mary, to William, prince of Orange- 
Nassau and stadtholder of the 
Netherlands. William, a staunch 
Calvinist, was the nucleus of Continental 
coalitions to oppose the Catholic house 
of Bourbon. Charles, himself without 
heir, was agreeable to the prospect of a 
continued Stuart succession through his 
niece. 

James II came to the throne in 1685. 
Protestant landed interests, fearing a 
return to the Catholic reaction of the 
first Mary, had tried to exclude James 
from the succession. Having failed in 
this, they now opposed with violence 
the new king's attempts to impose 
religious toleration on the nation. In 
1688, William of Orange was invited to 
invade England. In early November he 
landed unopposed and James fled to 
France. The following year Parliament 
acknowledged William III and Mary II as 
king and queen with equal sovereign 
powers.

On their coins the arms of England, 
France, Scotland, and I reland were, for a 
short while, displayed quarterly on the 
traditional crowned heater-type shield 
with William's blazon, the golden lion 
rampant of Nassau on a field studded 
with billets, or oblong rectangles, added 
on a small shield in pretence (Fig. 

Then came a return to the traditional 
counterquartering of France and 
England in the first and fourth quarters 
(Fig. 18). Exceptionally, on crowns of 
1691 and 1692, the arms are displayed as 
shields forming a cross with Nassau at 
the point of intersection. The latter 
arrangement became William Ill's only 
heraldic type after Mary's death in 1694 
(Fig. 19). William's right to the arms of 
Nassau descends to the eleventh cen- 
tury when the house of Nassau was 
founded by one Drutwin (d. 1076). Sub- 
sequently the family was divided into 
German and Netherlandish branches, 
and it was from the latter that William of 
Orange was descended. The principality 
of Orange was inherited in 1544 by 
William the Silent, the great-grandfather, 
of William III, after which his descen- 
dants were called princes of Orange- 
Nassau. The line became extinct with 
William Ill's death in 1702. William the 
Silent, however, had surrendered 
Nassau to a brother John; therefore, 
John's descendants, rather than those of 
William the Silent, aaually ruled In the 
county.

The influence of Protestants and 
Parliament was guaranteed in 1701 by 
the Act of Settlement. The union of 
William and Mary had been childless. 
The heiress to the throne was Mary's 
sister Anne, who was thirty-five years of 
age In 1701. She had borne several 
children, but all had died at a young age. 
The prospea of a restored Catholic 
Stuart line was opened up, even though 
Anne was herself a Protestant. The Act of 
1701 defined the succession. Anne was 
recognized as heiress apparent. Next In 
line after James II and his son, who were 
unacceptable because of their 
Catholicism, was Sophia, electress of 
Hanover, a granddaughter of James I. 
Her mother had married Frederick V. 
Elector Palatine of the Rhine, and Sophia 
was the twelfth child of this union. In 
1658, she had married Ernest Augustus, 
who became elector of Brunswick- 
Luneburg, i. e., Hanover, in 1692. By the 
terms of the Act of Succession, should 
William die without issue or should 
Anne succeed and die without further 
Issue, the crown would be settled upon 
'"the most excellent princess Sophia..." 
and '"the heirs of her body, being Protes- 
tant." 

William III died on March 8, 1702, and 
was duly followed by Anne. Anne, until 
the union with Scotland in 1707, con- 
tinued William's cruciform display of 
shields, except that In the point of 
intersection the Nassau lion was replac- 


ed by a rose or a symbol of the Garter 
(Fig. 20). 

Under the Stuart kings and their 
successors, the government of Scotland 
came increasingly to be directed from 
Westminster; and this was, for the most 
part, accepted by the Presbyterian 
lowlanders. Scotland, however, did not 
enjoy certain economic benefits which 
gave commercial advantages to England 
and Wales. The English Parliament was 
anxious to come to a meeting of minds 
with the Scots, who had not 
wholeheartedly accepted the Act of 
Settlement of 1701. By an Act of Union, 
the two kingdoms were united in 1707. 
The Scots gave up their own parliament 
and accepted the legislation of 1701 In 
return for representation at West- 
minster, the recognition of 
Presbyterianism as the Scots church, and 
the extension of commercial advantages 
to Scots trading interests. Where there 
had been two realms there now was one. 
The royal arms now showed the English 
and Scottish coats per pale in the first 
and fourth quarters, France in the se- 
cond, and Ireland in the third. Anne's 
coinage never pictured the quartered 
shield, rather she continued the 
cruciform display with the star of the 
Garter at the point of intersealon (Fig. 
21 ). 

Anne died August 1, 1714. The elec- 
tress of Hanover had preceeded her in 
death by less than two months. By the 
terms of the Act of Succession, Sophia's 
eldest son, George Louis, now became 
king of England as George I. George had 
become elector of Brunswick-Luneburg 
(or Hanover) in 1698, and arch-treasurer 
of the Holy Roman Empire in 1710. His 
father, Ernest Augustus, had been

created elector and standard bearer of 
the Empire in 1692, although the grant 
was recognized by the imperial diet only 
in 1708. With the accession of George I, 
the coats of England and Scotland in the 
royal arms were replaced. In the fourth 
quarter, by that of George's German 
dominions. This last was tierced, i.e., 
divided into three segments — first, two 
golden lions passant guardant on a field 
of red for Brunswick; second, a blue 
ramping lion on a gold field sown with 
red hearts for Luneburg; and third, a 
silver tunning horse on a red field for 
Westphalia. The third referred to Saxe- 
Lauenburg, whose lands south of the 
river Elbe are called Westphalia. Lauen- 
burg had been inherited in 1705 by 
George Louis from his uncle, George 
William, duke of Brunswick-Luneburg- 
Celle, who had successfully put 
foreward a claim to the territory in 1689. 
Overall was a red inescutcheon bearing 
the golden crown of Charlemagne, the 
badge of the arch -treasurer of the Holy 
Roman Empire.^o The combined coat of 
arms never appeared on George Ts 
coins, only the individual crowned 
shields in the form of a cross (Fig. 22). 
George II (1727-60) followed suit on his 
silver, but on his gold returned to the 
crowned and quartered display which 
was continued until 1800 by George III 
(1760-1820) on his gold (Fig. 23). The 
cruciform deployment figured on the 
silver values down through the sixpence 
through 1798.

On January 1, 1801, the French title, 
long since a meaningless decoration, 
was dropped. Britain and Ireland were 
united on the same date. The king's 
official titulature was henceforth simply 
Britanniarum Rex, Fidei Defensor. Con- 
sequently the French fleurs-de-lys were 
removed from the blazon, and the 
shield was now quartered with England 
in the first and fourth, Scotland in the 
second, and Ireland in the third. The 
Hanover shield figured as an in- 
escutcheon overall, enseigned with an 
electoral bonnet. This emblazonment 
continued In use until 1816 and, en- 
circled by the Garter, constituted the 
reverse type of guineas and halves struck 
irregularly between 1801 and 1813 (Fig. 
24). 

The French occupied Hanover during 
the Napoleonic wars. At the Congress of 
Vienna, which determined the constitu- 
tion of post-war Europe, the electorate 
was elevated to a kingdom, and In 1816, 
George III became king of Hanover as 
well as king of England. On the arms the 
elector's bonnet was replaced by a regal 
crown, and the change is reflected in the 
coin types of George III, George IV 
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(1820-30), and William IV. The 
Hanoverian shield continued to bear, on 
an inescutcheon, the crown of 
Charlemagne in spite of the faa that the 
Holy Roman Empire had been dissolved 
in 1806 as a result of Bonaparte's defeat 
of Austria. After 1816, George llTsshield 
is often enclosed by the Garter (Fig. 25). 
On proof gold of George IV and William 
IV, and crowns and half-crowns of the 
latter,the shield is crowned and mantled 
(Fig. 26). Mantling, or a lambriquin, was 
a cape at the rear of a hel met to keep the 
sun's rays from the metal. The royal 
mantling is gold with the turned over 
parts of the underside ermine. On a 
proof crown of George IV dated 1826 the 
achievement includes a crowned helm, 
lambriquin, and, below, a scroll bearing 
the motto Dieu et mon droit (Fig. 27). 

By Hanoverian law, women were 
precluded from succession to the 
throne. Accordingly, when William IV 
died In 1837 without a legitimate male 
heir, the crown of Hanover passed to the 
Duke of Cumberland, Ernest Augustus, 
fifth son of George 111. William IV's 
daughter Victoria became queen of 
Great Britain. The crowns of Great Bri- 
tain and Hanover were separated after 
123 years of personal union. 

The Hanover shield disappeared from 
Victoria's blazon, and it is the arms of 
England, Scotland, and Ireland that will 
figure on the coins* of Victoria and her 
successors, either on a quartered shield 
or in a cruciform display, sometimes 
encircled by the Garter, less often not

m: 
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(Fig. 28). A series of florins and shillings, 
struck for Victoria 1893-1901, presents, 
as reverse type, the three shields of 
England, Scotland, and Ireland arranged 
as a V within the Garter (Fig. 29). Half- 
crowns of George V's fourth coinage of 
1927-35 display the arms on a bouche 
shield, one in which a notch has been 
cut in the upper portion of the dexter 
side for free passage of a lance (Fig. 30). 
Florins of the same issue and EHzabeth 
iTs coronation crowns display the 
shields in the form of a St. Andrew's 
cross (Fig. 31). A lavish achievement is 
the type of the 1937 crown of George VI. 
The crowned and quartered shield is 
supported by the lion and unicorn 
which have not been seen on the 
coinage for nearly three centuries. 
Beneath is an elaborate scroll with Dieu 
et mon droit in two lines (Fig. 32). In the 
same year George VI began the issue of 
separate series of shillings for England 
and Scotland. Those for the former bore, 
on the reverse, a royal crown and the 
English crest, a standing llon;2i those for 
the latter a crown surmounted by the 
crest of Scotland, a seated and facing 
lion. On the Scottish piece the crown Is 
flanked by two small shields bearing the 
St. Andrew's cross and a thistle, badges 
of Scotland (Figs. 33, 34).22 |n 1953, 
Elizabeth II followed with her own dual 
series of shillings, one with arms of 
Scotland, the other with the shield of 
England. The latter marks the first unac- 
companied appearance of the English 
coat of arms on the coins of the realm, 
this fully 609 years after the introduction 
of the first heraldic coin type by Edward 
III (Figs. 35, 36). 

There has been a noticeable reduc- 
tion In the frequency of armorial coin 
types in the second half of the twentieth 
century, and one may fairly assume that 
the trend will continue to be away from 
this convention of the past. Heraldic 
designs will not disappear; after all, the 
coat of arms is the symbol of the 
sovereign authority that guarantees the 
coinage. But changed conditions have 
placed heraldry in a different light than 
that of the past. Armory has become for 
most an antiquarian pastime, and its 
language is spoken by only an interested

few. The message of the blazon is, at 
best, only imperfectly understood. Nor 
is heraldic art widely appreciated by 
modern society, for it had to be utilitarian 
as well as decorative to survive. 

The changing nature of coined money

has had its untoward effect. In the past, 
when coins had an intrinsic value com- 
mensurate with their nominal worth and 
when the coins of many countries cir- 
culated side by side, it was necessary for 
the user to look carefully at the pieces 
that passed through his hands. Their 
value depended on their origin and

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their state of preservation, whether they 
were sovereigns or napoleons d'or or 
half-eagles, whether they had been 
clipped or not, whether they were real 
or fake. The fiat nature and restricted 
circulation of twentieth-century 
coinages makes such scrutiny un- 
necessary. Coins are received and pass- 
ed on with scarcely a second glance. 
Under such conditions the minutiae of 
heraldic art go unperceived. Better 
suited to modern conditions are coin 
types which allow the denominations to 
be recognized without conscious regard 
for the design. 


The role of heraldry in the numismatic 
art of the future cannot be foretold, but 
current practice suggests that the out- 
look is bleak. In 1%5, plans were put 
afoot in Britain to convert from the 
traditional monetary system of pounds, 
shillings, and pence to a decimal system. 
The actual conversion of the currency 
followed from 1968 to 1971. The last 
surviving armorial types, Elizabeth iTs 
crowns, half-crowns, and shillings were 
demonetized in 1970 and 1971, and now, 
for the first time in more than 600 years, 
no English coin with a coat of arms 
passes current.

Steamer Tokens 


Mark Twain once remarked that a 
man could live better afloat on a steam- 
boat than ashore, and it probably was no 
exaggeration. During the late 1800's and 
early 1900's this was quite a fashionable 
mode of travel, and steamboats of this 
period certainly were grand vessels. The 
plush staterooms were equipped with 
brass double beds, private baths and 
washstands. Luxurious dining rooms 
served gourmet meals, some consisting 
of as many as ten courses. Entertainment 
was provided in the main ballroom by an 
orchestra for dancing; in addition, some 
boats even boasted of having a small 
brass band. 

And then there were the large ornate 
barrooms, perhaps the most popular 
attraction of the steamers. These 
elaborate saloons, with their long 
mahogany bars, were often concessions 
leased out by the steamboat lines, and 
each concessionaire attempted to outdo 
the last with more embellishments. 


The subject tokens were probably 
used in the bars of the steamers, being 
good for payment on a drink. All seem to 
be rare, but there is little interest in 
them. Collectors of transportation 
tokens do not seek them since they were 
not used as payment of fare. I became 
interested in these tokens a few years 
ago, and have been able to locate about 
a dozen specimens; undoubtedly many 
more exist. 

Surprisingly, the average life of a 
steamboat was quite short, only about 
three years. The majority of losses was 
from snagging and sinking, other causes 
being exploding boilers, collisions and 
fires. Steamboats were profitable 
operations, however, and as fast as one 
was lost another was launched. Perhaps 
this high mortality rate accounts for the 
rarity of the tokens — many are probably 
resting on the bottom of our inland 
waterways. 



Steamer G.W. Hill 




This boat was built at Jeffersonville, 
Indiana in 1909. Her home port in 1915 
was St. Louis, Missouri. She was a 
sternwheel steamer of 363 gross tons. 


The vessel was later renamed ISLAND 
MAID, and was finally burned. The 
token is aluminum, octagonal, and 
23mm.

This brass token was struck by the well 
known firm of Wright & Son of Cincin- 
nati, and their name appears on the 
reverse. All lettering is incuse, and the 
token is 28mm. The CITY OF 
LOUISVILLE was built in 1894 at Jeffer- 
sonville, Indiana; five years later the 
CITY OF CINCINNATI was built by the 
same firm. Both were home ported out 
of Cincinnati. These vessels were 
sidewheel passenger steamers with 72 
staterooms. They were licensed to carry 



passengers, and operated as day excur- 
sion boats. They were owned by the 
Louisville & Cincinnati Packet Company. 
The CITY OF LOUISVILLE established a 
speed record of 9 hours, 42 minutes 
from Louisville to Cincinnati, and 5 
hours, 58 minutes for the return trip. 
Both vessels were sunk by ice at Cincin- 
nati on January 30, 1918. 

I also have a similar token with lOd: 
denomination from these steamers. The 
reverse says U.S. MAIL LINE CO. 


Steamer Pearl 




This brass, 25mm token was the sub- 
ject of an article by Donald Punshon in 
the October 1964 FARE BOX. The 
sidewheel passenger steamer was built 
at Detroit, Michigan in 1871, for ferry 
and excursion service in Lake Erie. The 
boat was owned by the Windsor Ferry, 
Excursion and Tug Boat Company of 


Detroit, and the company's initials 
appear on the reverse of the token. 
Home port of the steamer was 
Cleveland, Ohio. 

In later years the PEARL was sold to 
another company that operated her out 
of Buffalo, New York. After 1905 she was 
no longer in service.

The SIDNEY was a sidewheel 
passenger steamer, built at Wheeling, 
W. Va. in 1880. Her original route was 
Wheeling to Cincinnati, but in 1882 she 
was sold to the Diamond Jo Line. This 
company made her home port Dubu- 
que, Iowa, and the boat ran between St. 
Louis and St. Paul. In 1911 she was sold to 


another company and converted to a 
day excursion boat, working New 
Orleans in the winter and more 
northern locations in the summer. In 
1921 she was rebuilt and renamed

Variety Attribution for Certification — Not Evaluation 


The ANACS staff is often asked to attribute coins and to evaluate them. Since we do 
not have enough help to determine what a coin is supposed to be, and since it would 
not be fair to everybody to set ourselves up as authorities on values, we are forced to 
decline such requests. 


However, in the course of checking 
coins for authenticity, it is often 
necessary to determine varieties. In that 
one respect, and to that extent only, we 
are attributing coins and possibly in- 
fluencing their values. The photographs 
accompanying this article illustrate just 
such a case. 

A single 1960 proof cent and one in a 
Mint sealed package were received for 
authentication. They were submitted as 
being large over small date proof cents. 
In order to be absolutely certain that 
they were both genuine, it was 
necessary to locate other examples of 
the same coins. 

We called on jay Jackson of In- 
dianapolis for help because we just 
happened to know that Jackson had 
made a specialty of these varieties, and 
there are three different, of the over- 
dates of the 1960 proof cents. We also 
knew that he had a file of articles on the 
subject, including the extensive series 


by Don Keys that was published in Coin 
World's Collectors Clearinghouse dur- 
ing February and March of 1966. 

Our preliminary examination of the 
coins had convinced us that both were 
probably genuine but that they were 
different from each other. We felt that 
issuing a certification which merely 
stated that the coins were large over 
small date proof cents would not be 
enough. We wanted to be able to certify 
them by variety. 

With the help of the proof coins and 
the articles that Jackson was kind 
enough to send us, we were able to 
determine beyond a doubt that the 
single coin was a Variety 11 1960 large 
over small date proof cent. Unfortunate- 
ly, because of the deterioriated condi- 
tion of the packaging material, we were 
unable to be certain that the cent in the 
proof set package was the Variety 1 1 1 that 
we think it Is. 

If you are asking yourself why the 



\ 
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determination of variety is so all-fired 
important to us, let us point out that 
such in-depth studies of little known 
varieties probably has very little Impor- 
tance right now. We are thinking of 
some time in the future when the value 
of one variety could well increase far 
beyond that of the other varieties. 

then someone, somewhere, is going 
to be tempted to ''upgrade'' one of the 
lesser varieties to resemble the more 
valuable one to increase its value. It is at 
that time that the value of the studies 
being done now will prove their worth. 
We will have documented the die 
characteristics long before someone is 
tempted to fleece an unsuspecting 
collector. Though such studies are time 
consuming, they will make the authen- 
ticator jobs of the future much easier.

The two gold jobs you see atop these two pages probably have done quite a bit of 
traveling ... and, I suspect, are still on the move. They are, of course, counterfeits, 
beautifully made. Manufactured in Italy some twelve years ago, they eventually were 
sold to a collector in New Mexico. 

When these coins couldn't be certified as being genuine specimens, these two fakes 
were donated to the "reference museum" of the Organization of International 
Numismatists (OIN), a section of ANA. They served admirably to alert the registrants at 
OIN's counterfeit detection seminars as to the skill possessed by today's 
counterfeiters. There's no metallurgical secret nor new technique which is not 
available to the smart faker today. 

The 100 Lire 1903 "gem" of Vittorio Emanuele III is Yeoman 42, shown above. Atop 
the page opposite, the 100 Lire 1923 beauty of "the little king" is Yeoman 74. 
Incidentally, Vittorio truly was a brave and honest king. 

These two lovely phonies were part of the nearly 400 coins (some genuine, some 
fake) stolen at The Americana Hotel, New York City, during the night of December 5, 
1976, when the Malmaison Suite's double, dead-lock was picked. (Now I know I 
should have had someone "babysit" with that collection each night!) 

Where are those coins now? 

So far, they haven't surfaced in the U.S. Nor has any of the other stolen beauties, 
which leads me to guess that the entire lot was shipped overseas and sold to folks there 
who aren't trained to spot a well-done soldered-on mintmark on the U.S. series the 
expertly removed mintmark in a series of which the Philadelphia issue is the expensive 
one. 

"Tis my hope that at least the faked U.S. coins will return to the U.S. for sale and, 
eventually, will be sent to ANA's Certification Service (ANACS) where they'll be 
spotted as the fakes they are! 
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Also stolen were the silver counterfeits of the several Italian crowns. Yeomen 
numbers 52, 59, 69, 75, and 91; and the Eritrea Yeoman 4 and 5, and the Albania 
Yeoman 8 in both silver and bronze, both the silver and the bronze fakes from the 
same set of counterfeit dies. The counterfeit Italian 100 gold Lire (Yeoman 34) also was 
stolen. 

Believe it or don't, each of those listed silver crowns cost OIN just two or three 
uncirculated U.S. Morgan dollars! OIN would buy uncirculated, common date 
Morgan dollars, and would ship them to an American collector then living in Italy. The 
Morgan U.S. pieces then would be swapped for one of the Unc fake crowns which 
would be traded openly as being counterfeits, no pretense that the crowns were 
genuine. 

Hopefully, the so-helpful American collector will read this, and send to me the 
collector's current address in Italy. Unc Morgans still abound at a price which won't 
require mortgaging the old farm! 

For claimants vs. Security National/Riverside Coins... 

This office is not equipped to handle the unexpected hundreds of letters which 
have come in from folks hoping to recover something from their dealings with San 
Antonio's ^'Security National Rare Coin Corporation" (alias, "Riverside Coin 
Company"). 

Those who've 'phoned ... another hundred so ... have been given the following 
information: The incorporated company, Security-National/Riverside Coins, went 
into voluntary bankruptcy on March 11, 1977. 

As I'm writing this, the U.S. Mails are still closed for mall delivery to Security- 
National/Riverside Coins. On March 14-15 a hearing was held in U.S. Federal Court in 
San Antonio on closing the Mails permanently to the defendants. 

May 16, 1988 is the last day for anyone to file an objection to permitting Security- 
National/ Riverside to be discharged as a bankrupt. As soon as possible, you should 
send a self-addressed, stamped envelope to U.S. Bankruptcy Court, Box 1439, San 
Antonio, TX 78295, and ask for some "Proof of Claim" forms. Attach to your "Proof of 
Claim" form Xeroxes of ail orders, invoices, letters, canceled checks or credit card 
invoices, and envelopes you received, as proof of your claim against the bankruptcy. 
Mail all that to the Hon. Bert W. Thompson, Bankruptcy judge. Box 1439, San Antonio, 
TX 78295. 

I can't really advise as to whether you should consult your attorney, but good luck! 
(Methinks you'll need it!) And, in the future, keep in mind whatByron Johnson, ANA 
governor, always says, "The only thing you get at a fire-sale is burnt!!!" 
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News and Views

They said it wouldn't be done — but we're doing it! 

When your ANA headquarters building was dedicated June 10, 1%7, it contained a 
museum. Did you see it then or in recent years? It was a comfortably sized room of 
four burlap covered walls from which pictures could be hung, with ordered rows of 
table-top displays 'round the perimeter and down the center of the room, over which 
curious collectors craned. Later, oversized and deeply recessed display cases lined the 
walls, brilliantly illuminated from above by a phalanx of fixtures. In its time it was a fine 
facility: neat, clean, attractive. 

But these are the 1970's, a decade in 
which great strides have been taken in 
the development of new and exciting 
exhibit and display techniques. For the 
ANA museum, Monday, March 7 mark- 
ed a red-letter day as a program of 
change — In the name of progress — was 
initiated. Up came carpeting, down 
came walls; off came the burlap, out 
went the fixtures. In subsequent weeks a 
small army of carpenters, painters, steel 
workers, plasterers, and engineers both 
electrical and heating, applied their 
trades. Partitions of swiftly erected steel 
studding were soon faced with precisely 
proportioned wallboard; tapers and 
mudders paved joints, smoothing the 
way for paint and variegated vinyl 
coverings. Tinsmiths deftly dovetailed 
ductwork and diffusers, as electricians 
weaved their intricate wire webs. Master 
cabinetmakers, molding and morticing, 
routing and rabbeting, shaping and 
shaving, readied new cases of plywood, 
plexiglass, fiberboard, Formica and felt. 

The final touches will, of course, be the 
laying of a new carpet to unify the 
whole, and ultimately the mounting of a 
diversity of displays. 

Similar, but not identical, to the 
design of the lower level galleries open- 
ed In January, 1975, the new display 
areas are the creation of Tim Carter. The 
harmonizing of cheerful colors through 
the use of strategically placed direct and 
subdued indirect lighting characterizes 
Carter's work, which is found not only in 


the museum of his principal client The 
Franklin Mint, but a growing number of 
smaller museums throughout the coun- 
try and the world. 

But it is to the Stacks of New York that 
we are especially grateful, for only 
through their generosity could this 
dream reach fruition. Benjamin, Harvey 
and Norman Stack have long been keen- 
ly interested in and generously suppor- 
tive of your museum, and being well 
aware of our ever-growing need for 
space In which to present a broad array 
of specialized as well as more general 
displays, they offered to fund this pro- 
ject. We at headquarters can share the 
anticipation of artistic creation and look 
forward to dedication day — June 18 —

Grading Standards Guide Headlines 
Third ANA Roundtable Discussion 


Discussions at the ANA's Third Roundtable, which featured twelve hobby leaders, 
the ANA board of governors, ANA headquarters officials, and members of the 
numismatic press, were predominately concerned with the soon to be published 
manuscript, the ANA Grading Standards for United States Coins.

convention would be ''southern/' in 
honor of the second time that the ANA 
has come to the Queen City of the 
South. In 1%1, the last time that the ANA 
convention was in Atlanta, a similar 
theme was employed for part of the 
forum topics. 

Speakers were carefully chosen by 
Allen based on their particular expertise 
on several phases of "southern 
numismatics" that are guaranteed to 
please every collector. From a 
preliminary look at the speakers and 
their topics, it is fair to say that a 
substantial amount of previously un- 
published, or unknown information will 
be made available to collectors at the 
forum for the first time. 

The three speakers, and their general 
topic areas, are Robert W. Comely, who 
will speak on Obsolete Paper Money of 
Georgia, Dr. Radford Stearns, whose 
topic is Stone Mountain Half Dollar 
Counterstamps, and Dr. Dexter 
Seymour, whose broad topic is 
Templeton Reid: His Life and Coinage.

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Obsolete Paper: Robert W. Comely of 
Marietta, Ga., ANA 33558 and a 19 year 
member of the ANA, is particularly well 
qualified to talk on the paper money of 
the Peach State. A coin dealer by profes- 
sion and active in the local publicity for 
the 1977 ANA convention. Comely dis- 
played obsolete Georgia currency at the 
1961 ANA meeting at Atlanta where he 
took third place for his efforts. 

In 1962 he published, with Claude 
Murphy, the standard checklist of ob- 
solete Georgia currency. An ac- 
complished. public speaker and a 
dedicated researcher who has also been 
a member of the American Numismatic 
Society since 1962, Comely is a charter 
member of the Society of Paper Money 
Collectors, and is expected to use his 
vast storehouse of numismatic informa- 
tion to enliven the educational forum 
program. 

Stone Mountain: Georgia's monu- 
ment to the glory of the Confederate 
States of American is the massive granite 
mountain (said to be the largest in North 
America) into which is carved a sculp- 
ture that is literally the size of a football 
field — probably the most grandiose 
memorial of its type in the world. The 
memorial, designed and originally 
sculpted by Gutzon Borglum, has been 
the subject of much numismatic and 
philatelic commemoration. 

First and foremost of these com- 
memoratives is the 50 cent piece, 
created by Borglum in 1925 and sold as a 
fund-raising device to help complete 
the master carving (which in fact was not 
finished, in a modified form, until 1970). 
Small quantities of the halves we^e given 
distinctive counterstamps — and these 
coins are the subject of the talk of Dr. 
Radford Stearns, a Chicago-transplant 
who by coincidence lives at Stone 
Mountain, Ga. 

Stearns, ANA 39290 (now LM 921) Is a 
dentist by profession, and also serving as 
the assistant general chairman of the 
1977 convention. A longtime collector 
who specializes in Georgia colonial 
paper money (Flis exhibit won the 
Ffowland Wood Best-In-Show award at 
New York last year.) and collects all 
numismatic material of his adopted 


Peach State — countermarked Stone 
Mountain half dollars in particular. Rad 
Stearns is particularly active in the local 
coin club scene. 

Stearns, president of the Atlanta Coin 
Club in 1976, is also secretary of the host 
Georgia Numismatic Association, and 
holds membership in the Blue Ridge 
Numismatic Association, the Society of 
Paper Money Collectors, Society of In- 
ternational Numismatists, and Early 
American Coppers Club. His 
educational forum talk will be of par- 
ticular interest to not only those who 
collect commemorative coins, but also 
those interested in the circumstances 
surrounding the origins of the 
counterstamped coins. 

Georgia Gold: Not that many miles 
due north of the site for the 1977 ANA 
convention is the village of 
Milledgevllle. Here, in the summer of 
1830, Templeton Reid struck about $1,- 
500 worth of gold into coin, creating 
numismatic legend in the process. 
Almost 117 years later to the day the 
coins were first struck, numismatic 
historian Dr. Dexter Deymour will ad- 
dress the ANA educational forum on this 
fascinating man who was the first to 
strike private or territorial gold coins in 
the United States. 

Seymour, ANA 62697, is a serious 
student of Templeton Reid, and has 
researched him carefully over the past 
decade. That makes him '^a relative 
neophyte" to the coin hobby — or so he 
claims — but without a doubt his 
carefully documented work is a heavy- 
weight with which ail serious collectors 
of Georgia Gold must contend. 

Primarily interested in pioneer gold, 
he began to research Templeton Reid 
''when I read somewhere that not much 
was known about him." joining the 
American Numismatic Society in 1971, 
his massive "Templeton Reid, First of the 
Pioneer Coiners" appeared in the 
Society's "Museum Notes" publication 
of 1974. That study shattered some il- 
lusions about Reid, and proved con- 
clusively that his first coinage effort was 
at Milledgevllle, rather than Gainesville, 
Georgia, as had been previously 
asserted by some local historians.

A fellow of the American Numismatic 
Society since 1976, Seymour has plunged 
into new research on Reid to determine 
the precise number of coins that he 
actually struck — and more Importantly, 
the number that have survived. This 
research will be published in the ANS 
''Museum Notes'" in September 1977, 
but a significant portion of his talk at the 
educational forum will be spent on 
explaining precisely how it was possible 
f to determine the number of Reid pieces 

that are extant, and what in fact the 
number probably is. The balance of the 
talk will deal with other fascinating 
aspects of the first coiner to America's 
early Georgia gold rush. 

Receiving a B.S. degree in Chemistry 
at Cornell University in Ithaca, New 
York, Seymour migrated to University of 
California at Los Angeles where he 
earned his masters and Ph.D, degrees 
inthe same field by 1944. Joining the U.S. 


Rubber Company in New jersey as a 
researcher in plastics, he later became 
the regional sales manager of John Royle 
& Sons, a New Jersey firm which makes 
machinery for the plastics Industry. To- 
day, he is technical director of the firm. 

Moderator: Coordinating the 

educational forum in a dual capacity — 
organizer and moderator — is Harold 
Don Allen, a name familiar to many 
collectors who have attended past 
educational forums. Dr. Allen, who 
teaches at the Nova Scotia Teachers 
College, was given the assignment of 
coordinating the forum by ANA presi- 
dent Virgil Hancock. Long active in 
various ANA functions such as National 
Coin Week, and most Young 
Numismatist convention activities, Allen 
will take charge of the questions and 
answers at the forum, as well as dividing 
and organizing the various speakers' 
times. 
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Exhibits 

Exhibits slated for display at the 86th 
anniversary convention of the ANA will 
also cover a wide spectrum — with two 
new classes being added to the 
traditional 15 of prior years. New 
classifications include errors, and 'local 
numismatics/' which this year will pre- 
tain to any and all material — coins, 
tokens, medals or paper money — that 
relates to Georgia. This category has 
been introduced to offer the opportuni- 
ty to display items of a distinctly local 
flavor, and is expected to bring out many 
choice and unusual pieces of Georgiana. 
The award is sponsored by the Conven- 
tion Committee itself. 

"The Wealth of the South" is the 
tentative title of another exhibit that has 
been promised for display at the 1977 
ANA convention at Atlanta. Containing 
choice rarities of the United States Mints 
at Charlotte, North Carolina; 
Dahlonega, Georgia; and New Orleans, 
Louisiana — all in the heart of the 
Confederacy, the non-competitive dis- 
play will show at close range many of the 
rarities that collectors otherwise rarely 
have the chance to see except In auction 
catalogues. 

Probably the single most exciting dis- 
play of Georgia material planned will go 
well with Dr. Seymour's educational 
forum topic: set of the Georgia gold 
coinage of Templeton Reid. Currently 
on display at the United States Mint 
Museum at San Francisco, the three coin 
set was only recently completed by the 
addition of an undated (1830) $10 issue, 
purchased at a Quality Sales auction by 
Kagin's for $41,000. The other two coins 
are a $2.50 and $5, each bearing the 
distinctive legend "Georgia Gold.'' 

Besides these distinguished coins 
representing the South, there will be 
outstanding rarities on display from 
every United States Mint and many 
foreign ones. Many of the displays are of 
museum quality, while others represent 
first efforts of collectors who want to 
share some knowledge with their fellow 
hobbyists. 

The Bureau of Engraving & Printing, 


which manufactures the nation's paper 
money, has agreed to put on a live 
display that will demonstrate — using 
actual currency plates — the exact and 
precise manner in which dollar bills and 
other denominations are produced in 
Washington. International agencies, 
and foreign governments have been 
invited to display some of their 
products. The United Nations Food & 
Agriculture Organization (FAO) from 
Rome, Italy, will have a display showing 
the various coins and medals that more 
than 78 world governments have struck 
in its behalf. The Royal Mint (London) Is 
expected to show its medallic and coin 
works. Displays representing dozens of 
countries are expected to be on view — 
all in the name of education and the 
growth of numismatic knowledge. 

Auction Sale 

The annual convention auction sale is 
being conducted this year by Kagin's of 
Des Moines, Iowa. Here too, education 
Is the dominant theme planned for the 
catalogue of the sale, says Don Kagin, a 
principal of the firm. Numismatic ex- 
perts are being solicited to write com- 
mentaries on the various series, telling, 
for example, how it was that the 1876-CC 
twenty cent piece, with a recorded 
mintage of 10,000 pieces, has a census of 
no more than a dozen today. (The 
answer: The director of the mint 
ordered their destruction, but some 
"escaped.") 

There will be five sessions to the 
auction, and about 3,000 lots. The 
catalogue for the sale will be in five 
separate parts, enabling collectors to 
carry a small, individual section in which 
their interests are grouped. Offered in 
the sale will be material in a range as 
broad as the educational forum (with 
good emphasis on southern monies, 
coin and currency) and the exhibit hall 
(including a special offering of error 
coins, plus many rarities as well as more 
common specimens).

Play Columbus 

It will not be the Santa Maria, but an Eastern Airlines 727 Whisperjet that will guide 
you to the shores of an island discovered by Christopher Columbus In 1493. The 
original sighting was on the feast day of St. Martin de Tours, November 11 ; yours will 
be on Monday, August 29, 1977. But the soft, wind caressed beaches are the same and 
with a little imagination you can Play Columbus. 


Many flags, though never the 
American, have flown over the island 
since St. Maarten was first discovered 
along with the neighbor islands of St. 
Eustatius (the first foreign port to offer a 
salute to the American flag) and Saba. 
The Dutch and the French settled on St. 
Maarten In 1631, only to be driven off by 
the Spanish in 1633. The Dutch then 
colonized the two neighboring islands 
in the next decade, and in 1644 launched 
an attack on St. Maarten to reoccupy it. 
Here was fought the famous battle 
where Peter Stuyvesant, later governor 
of New Netherlands (New York), lost his 
leg. In 1648 the Dutch and the French 
partitioned the island, only to lose 
power again when the British occupied 
it first in 1802 and again in 1810. It 


reverted back to Dutch control in 1816. 

The year 1875 saw the end of sugar 
growing on the Island, 1923 the end of 
cotton growing, and in 1949 the cessa- 
tion of the salt industry. In 1955 a small 
hotel opened on Little Bay Beach and 
that marked the beginning of the tourist 
industry, which has been growing every 
year since AND which you will help 
boost come August. 

Let's, as Columbus did, sail around the 
island. Our ship will be the '"Maison 
Maru," a small coastal vessel that will sail 
from Philipsburg, the capital of the 
Dutch side of the island.

Keep your pocketful of French 
coins, now it's time to exchange more of 
your American dollars (though again it's 
not necessary) for Netherlands Antilles 
guilders, the real souvenirs for a collec- 
tor. 

One additional note on shopping: 
Dutch St. Maarten is a totally free port — 
no duty taxes and no customs officers. 


(That does not mean you can exceed 
U.S. import regulations, but your dollar, 
florin or franc will go much further.) On 
the Dutch side delft, Irish crystal, English 
china, Swiss watches, Japanese cameras, 
French champagne, are all duty free. 

Play Columbus, become one of the 
limited number of ANA members or 
friends who will be participating in the 
fourth annual ANA post-convention 
adventure tour. Cost is $115 per person, 
based on double occupancy, plus air- 
fare. There are bargains in the air fares, 
too.

$5,000 Reward Leads to Arrest and Conviction of Murderer 

On January 20, 1974, Earle D. Sherwood, ANA 4556, was brutally murdered. The 80- 
year old collector had been bludgeoned and left to die on the garage floor of his 
Florida home. His bound and gagged body was not discovered until at least one day 
after the attack. His coin collection had been the target of his assassin, yet a close 
friend noted that Sherwood had sold all but $800 or $900 worth of his coins. Sheriff's 
detectives stated that the only item missing from the Sherwood home was a safe 
weighing several hundred pounds. This was found the next day in a wooded area 
about 10 miles from the Sherwood home. 

The American Numismatic Association posted a $5,000 reward for information that 
would lead to the arrest and conviction of the killer.

Based on information supplied by an Informant, John Vivian Schoomaker, 30, was 
indicted. As a result of a plea-bargaining session, Schoomaker pleaded guilty to 
second-degree murder. He received a 10-year maximum sentence in return for his 
guilty plea and a promise to cooperate with authorities on that and other cases. 

Although the informant has chosen to remain anonymous, the $5,000 reward was 
paid to him through Lt. Remo Franceschini of the City of New York Police 
Department. The funds were given to the police officer by Edward C. Rochette, ANA 
executive vice president, at a meeting In New York City on March 28, 1977. 

In another unrelated murder case, $2,500 of a $5,000 reward was advanced to an 
informant whose information has led to the arrest and conviction of William Leon 
Pinson in connection with the shotgun slaying of James Keith of Wichita Falls, Texas on 
July 12, 1975. Law enforcement officials credit this reward for bringing forth an 
informant. As soon as all appeals in the Keith murder case have been exhausted, the 
ANA will pay the balance due. 

ANA reward funds come from a $25 assessment made to bourse dealers as part of 
the bourse fee for a convention table, and are supplemented by donations as well. 
Rewards are offered whenever a member in good standing suffers a loss through 
theft. Reward rules are available from ANA headquarters.

It is 
his undertaking to composite the find- 
ings of the earlier scholars, such as 
Harold Mattingly, and his own research 
to present the Julio-Claudian coinage in 
a less complex picture yet maintaining a 
theory that this early imperial coinage 
was of great volume and power. He 
covers the authority for this period of 
issuance, the major mints of Augustus, 
the Post-Augustan mints, monetary 
volume and supply, coin types, and 
weight standards. He closes with a 
perspective showing that while the main 
purpose of coinage was to furnish ade- 
quate stable currency, by design, if also 
gives a favorable and powerful com- 
mentary to the emperor and his ad- 
ministration.

Library Catalog Being Computerized 

The ana's 1972 library catalog has been out of print for some time and many users 
of the library are becoming impatient at the delay in issuing a new edition. They will be 
glad to learn that good progress is being made on a completely revised and updated 
catalog which is being produced, although the exact date on which it will be available 
cannot be announced at this time. 

The loose-leaf catalog of 1972 was the result of several years of preparation, 
including the devising of a catalog system for a large numismatic library. This unique 
system which, by the way, has been adopted by others, has proven very satisfactory 
and will be continued into the revised edition, according to ANA librarian Geneva 
Karlson. 

Several problems were encountered in preparing the new catalog, such as the 
increased volume of entries (nearly twice that of only five years ago), the need for 
greater ease of updating, more complete in-house records and the ability to store the 
data for safekeeping. 

Some new techniques and special equipment had to be devised but a program has 
been worked out and implemented. A computer is turning out the basic copy for 
the catalog and this phase of the project should be completed by June 1st. Bids will 
then be secured for the actual printing. Hopefully the catalog will be ready for 
distribution by mid August, prior to the time of the ANA convention in Atlanta. ANA 
members will be advised through the pages of The Numismatist when they may secure 
a copy. 

Obviously, this project has entailed considerable expenditure, some of which is 
chargeable to the upkeep of general library records and further updating of the 
catalog. The ANA board of governors decided to make a charge for catalogs to 
partially offset their cost. The price will be determined as soon as printing and other 
costs are known, but it will be kept as low as possible. Should some members feel that 
their use of the library does not justify purchasing a catalog, they may still use it by 
borrowing one of the shelf copies that will be available. 

The ANA library staff and the officers regret the inconvenience caused by the delay 
but feel that the new catalog and greater flexibility of computerized library records 
will justify the meticulous planning of the project.

HONG KONG — Gold Coin Marks Year of the Snake ... Second in Series 



In 1976, the British Royal Mint was commissioned by the Government of Hong Kong 
to strike the first in a series of 12 gold coins tracing the years of the ancient Chinese 
Lunar Cycle. It was the Year of the Dragon. 

1977 is the Year of the Snake. Pictured is the second coin in the series. Like the first 
issue it is struck in 22 kt. gold and has a face value of HK $1,000. It has the well known 
Arnold Machin portrait of HM Queen Elizabeth II on the obverse with the reverse 
depicting the Snake. 

The issue will be limited to a worldwide maximum of 10,000 proofs and 20,000 in 
uncirculated quality. Each coin weighs 1/2 oz and is 1.181 inches in diameter. Prices, 
including postage and registration, are $330 (US) proof and $225 (US) uncirculated 
(subject to alteration should there be significant changes in international exchange 
rates). 


UNITED STATES — Orders Accepted for 7977 Proof Coin Sets 

The Mint began accepting orders for the 1977 proof coin sets on April 1, 1977, at the 
increased price of $9 per set. In making that announcement, Frank H. MacDonald, 
acting director of the mint, stated, '‘Since 1973, the Mint has sold proof coin sets for $7 
per set. In the intervening time, however, costs for materials, manufacturing and 
distribution of proof sets have escalated. In order for the proof coin program to 
remain self-supporting, the Mint must raise its price for the 1977 six-coin proof set.'' 

Mr. MacDonald said that since 1973 costs for postage, salaries and supplies have 
risen about 30%. And no tax funds are appropriated by the Congress for the Mint's 
special coins and medals program. 

Last fall, the Mint announced that under a new schedule orders for proof coin sets 
would be accepted beginning April 1 and that orders would be shipped on a first- 
come-first-served basis through the remainder of the year. However,the vast majority 
of orders are received within the first three weeks of the order acceptance period. 
Nevertheless, under the new system, the period between placing an order and 
receiving it has been shortened and shipping will be stepped up to meet the 
December 31 deadline stated on the order forms. Production of proof coin sets will 
continue on a year-round basis which the Mint has found to be the most economical 
method of manufacture. 
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The 1977 annual proof coin set will contain one coin of each denomination: a 
cupronickel clad dollar, half dollar and quarter dollar with the pre-Bicentennial 
reverse designs, a dime, nickel and cent. Produced at the San Francisco Assay Office, 
proof coins bear the ''S'' mintmark and the six coins come sealed in an airtightdisplay 
case. 

Orders are limited to five sets per individual. And a check or money order made 
payable to the Bureau of the Mint must accompany each order. The $9 price per set 
includes delivery by registered mail. 

Proof coins require special handling. They are double struck on highly polished 
blanks that produces a mirror-like finish and higher relief on each of these quality 
coins. Acceptance of all orders, therefore, is contingent upon the Mint's ability to 
meet an unpredictable demand.

Grover C. Criswell, vice president; and 
governors Kenneth L. Hallenbeck Jr., 
Byron F. Johnson, Eldridge G. Jones, 
John Jay Pittman, F. Morton Reed, Glenn 
Smedley and Adna G. Wilde Jr. In atten- 
dance also were Edward C. Rochette, 
executive vice president; Richard B. 
Dusterberg, legal counsel; William C. 
Henderson, treasurer; Arthur M. Fitts 
111, assistant to the executive vice presi- 
dent; N. Neil Harris, editor; Ruthann 
Brettell, bookkeeper; and Rebecca S. 
Hehr, secretary to the executive vice 
president. 

Librarian Geneva Karlson was invited 
to report on work in progress to com- 
puterize library records and the new 
catalog. Kenneth Bressett of Western 
Publishing Co. attended part of the first 
session in connection with publication 
of the coin grading book. Margo Russell 
covered the meeting for Amos Press and 
Robert Lemke for Krause Publications. 

Grading Book 

By a unanimous vote, the board 
accepted the proposed contract with 
Western Publishing Company to 
produce the long-awaited book on 
grading United States coins, subject to 
final approval of the contract by ANA 
legal counsel. With governor Pittman 
abstaining, approval was given of the 
contraa provision for royalties to ANA. 

Although opposed by Criswell, Jones 
and Pittman, Western was directed to 
entitle the book The Official ANA 
Grading Standards of U. S. Coins. The 
opposing governors felt that the title 
should indicate that the book Is the 
recommendations of ANA rather than 
its standards. The anticipated date of 
publication is mid-August but at present 
emphasis must be placed on the word 
''anticipated.'' 


Convention Related Items 

The matter of irregularities and lack of 
full documentation of some expen- 
ditures by the New York convention 
committee was discussed. Executive vice 
president Rochette was authorized to 
confer with the committee and to re- 
quest reimbursement of any payments 
that could not be satisfactorily explained 
or documented. Furthermore, the head- 
quarters staff, working with our 
auditors, was directed to implement 
rules for the operation of future conven- 
tions In a manner to serve the best 
Interests of the association. 

It was decided to cancel plans for 
holding the 1980 convention in Toronto 
because of anticipated problems with 
customs offices in moving numismatic 
items and publications into and out of 
Canada. Cincinnati was selected as the 
alternate site. 

Conditional upon establishing a 
satisfactory contract, the Hilton 
Hawaiian Village was selected as the 
1981 convention headquarters, 
Hallenbeck and Reed opposed. Boston 
was named as the city for the 1982 
convention. 

The board faced the arduous task of 
awarding the limited number of bourse 
tables for the Atlanta convention. Using 
the application forms supplied by the 
260 firms requesting tables, the board 
selected the 183 (including 1 to be 
outside the bourse area) it considered 
most meritorious, plus 10 alternates to 
fill any vacancies created by 
cancellations for the available spaces. 

With Hancock and Johnson abstaining 
from voting, it was agreed that, begin- 
ning in 1978, convention exhibit rules 
are to be approved each year by the 
board; 1975 rules are to be reinstated 
with recommended changes. 

Two new convention exhibit classes 
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were approved, both to be in effect this 
year. One will be for numismatic errors, 
including coins, tokens and paper 
currency. The other is for local-interest 
material, which this year will be items 
related to Georgia history and 
numismatics. Further information and 
exhibit applications may be obtained 
from exhibit chairman James Current, 
P.O. Box 38273, Capitol Hill Station, 
Atlanta, GA 30334. 

An innovation at this year's conven- 
tion will be a "midway" at which 
specialized member organizations may 
set up tables to make known their 
activities and solicit members. Setting 
aside a small room for life members' use 
was approved, with the provision that it 
not entail any cost to the association 
beyond providing identifying ribbons to 
LMs. 

The proposal of the Roger Williams 
Mint to produce the 1977 convention 
badges and medals was approved with 
the proviso that executive vice president 
Rochette can work out final details of an 
agreement. The production of a .900 fine 
gold medal and a 10 karat registration 
badge, both to be approximately 19 mm 
size and to be sold on a prior subscrip- 
tion basis, was approved.

Several other complaints were con- 
sidered, either conditional action or 
further investigation being ordered. 

The applications for membership of 
David Derzon and Greg Holloway, re- 
jected by the board several years ago, 
were reviewed and both denied 
because complaints against each are 
outstanding. Requests for reinstatement 
to membership by Michael Kirzner and 
Frank Maher, formerly expelled, were 
denied on the basis of reports of recent 
activities. 


Rewards 

Following approval by the board, ex- 
ecutive vice president Rochette visited 
Lt. Remo Franceschini of the New York 
City Police Dept, and tu rned over to him 
$5,000 for payment to the informant 
whose information led to the apprehen- 
sion and conviction of the person 
responsible for murdering Earl D. 
Sherwood, ANA R-4556. Member 
Sherwood, 80 years of age, was brutally 
murdered during a robbery of coins 
from his Holiday , Fla., home on 
January 20, 1974. Ironically, the coins 
taken in the robbery were estimated to 
have a value of less than $1,000.

Minor Bylaw Changes 

The provision for publishing a call for 
nominations In The Numismatist In the 
March issue was changed to put it in the 
January issue. In Sec. 2 of Article VI, an 
addition was made to permit publication 
of a candidate's platform along with his 
biography but leaving the limitation of 
250 words. This latter change was op- 
posed by governors Jones, Pittman, 
Smedley and Wilde. 

Probably the most important change 
was in Sec. 3a of Article III, where 
''failure to respond to official cor- 
respondence of the Association" was 
added to the reasons for taking dis- 
ciplinary action against a member. 

U. S. Assay Commission 

By a unanimous vote, the following 
resolution was passed: "That the Board 
of Governors of the Federally-chartered 
American Numismatic Association, in 
behalf of Its 33,000 members, recognizes 
the integrity and efficiency of the U nited 
States Mint. Because United States coins 
are metallic ambassadors of good will, 
and conveyors of our nation's founding 
principles, we share with pride the 
respect and status that the United States 
Mint enjoys throughout the world. Its 
quality of production, innovative 
processes and skilled personnel are un- 
paralleled. In recognition of the historic 
significance of the United States Mint, 
founded in 1792, we respectfully urge 
resumption of public participation in 
the annual Assay Commission, the 
nation's oldest commission. We believe 
the annual cost of not more than $2,500 
to conduct annual public inspection of 
our coinage, reinforcing public con- 
fidence in our coinage system, is a small 
portion of the Mint's collector coin sales 
($58.5 million in 1976)." 

Copies of the resolution were ordered 
sent to President Carter; W. Michael 
Blumenthal, Secretary of the Treasury; 
Bette Anderson, Deputy Secretary of the 
Treasury; Frank H. MacDonald, Acting 


Director of the Mint; Hon. William 
Proxmire, chairman. Senate Banking 
Committee; Hon. William Reuss, chair- 
man, House Banking, Currency, Hous- 
ing Committee; Hon. Walter Fauntroy, 
chairman. House Subcommittee on 
Historic Preservation and Coinage, and 
members of his committee; Jackson 
Lamb, staff director. House Subcom- 
mittee on Historic Preservation and 
Coinage. 

The executive vice president was 
directed to convey the board's thanks to 
Miss Eva Adams for her efforts to get the 
President to maintain the Assay Com- 
mission at the level to which 
numismatists are accustomed. 

Official Awards 

The proposal of John J. Ford Jr. to 
establish a Wayte and Olga Raymond 
Memorial Literary Award, and his con- 
tribution of $9,230 to finance the annual 
award, were accepted. This money is to 
be invested and the income only is to be 
used for cash awards to the authors of 
the best (not more than 2) articles 
published in The Numismatist on United 
States numismatics. It was further 
stipulated that judging for the awards be 
by a committee of not less than 5, 
including the ANA editor, to be ap- 
pointed by the president. The award is to 
bear no relationship with the Heath 
Literary Awards and is to be effective 
with articles published in 1977. 

A motion was passed that future 
awards chairmen or committees be re- 
quired to submit, as part of their 
recommendations to the board, basic 
Information for citations for proposed 
recipients of the Medal of Merit and the 
Farran Zerbe Memorial Award. 

Sundry Topics 

As a result of a few inquirfes about 
providing financial relief to members of 
advanced age, approval was given to 
allowing any member who is 70 years of 
age or over and who has been a member 
for 30 years or more to continue the 
membership without further payment 
of dues, but without receiving The 
Numismatist. 
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While on the subject of memberships, 
the board voted to investigate the 
possibilities of a professional 
numismatist category. 

Approval was given to the ANACS 
staff to place photographs of coins on 
certificates in the largest practical size 
rather than in actual size. 

After hearing a report of the work in 
progress to computerize our library 
records and a new library catalog, the 
board voted to make a charge for the 
catalog to cover the approximate cost of 
it. It will not be possible to establish the 
cost until the project is closer to comple- 
tion, which is projected for about mid- 
August. 

The executive vice president and 
editor were authorized to spend up to 
$2,000 for a study of possible changes to 
in-house typesetting for The 
Numismatist. 

A proposal to issue certified 
researcher cards, to be used as introduc- 
tions to libraries, museums and other 
such organizations, was approved. 
Limitations imposed were that such 
cards be issued to members only, that 
they be valid for one year (renewable), 
and that a charge be made to obviate any 
cost to the association. The action was 
opposed by Criswell, Pittman and Reed. 



The board went on record as disagree- 
ing with the continued usage of the term 
''mini coins'' for defining medalets. 

Attention was called to the fact that in 
a very few instances nonmembers have 
used the ANA membership logo. Legal 
counsel was authorized to take action 
regarding any such cases, as may be 
directed by the executive vice president 
or his assistant. In addition, it was ruled 
that advertisers using this logo must 
show their ANA membership number or 
name also. 

The legal counsel was directed to 
recommend such segregation and 
transfer of ANA assets as he considers to 
be in the best interest of the association. 

A motion to amend the bylaws to 
require that voting by the board on 
motions to amend the bylaws be by roll 
call was defeated with only Johnson and 
Reed favoring It. 

A motion was made that candidates' 
political statements and campaign 
promises be approved by the board 
prior to publication in The Numismatist. 
It was defeated with only Jones, Pittman 
and Wilde favoring its adoption. 

Motions were passed to commend the 
New York convention committee on 
work well done, and to thank the 
representatives of the press for attend- 
ing and covering this meeting. 


Roosevelt Coin 

I feel, as do many of my numismatic associates and historians, that it is time to 
consider the likeness of one of our greatest Presidents to appear on a coin issue. We 
are referring to Theodore Roosevelt, our 26th President. Roosevelt was most likely our 
most energetic and forceful President that has ever occupied the White House. Why 
he was never selected for one of our coin issues is a mystery to many. We must also 
give him credit in the support he gave to two of our nation's great coin designers, 
Augusta Saint-Gaudens and Victor David Brenner. 

You people out there in "Coin World Land" can help us by giving us your support if 
you are In favor of a coin to bear the likeness of President Theodore Roosevelt, the 
26th President of the United States. Let us hear from you. We will start the ball rolling.
